Raley said the associa- 
tica is asking for the county 
to take over the costs asso- 
ciated with the operation of 
the county-wide air cascade 
vehicle and system.

He also sug- 
gested that the county pur- 
chase a new vehicle, prefer- 
ably equipped with an on- 
board air compressor so 
that botiles could be refilled 
at the scene rather than be 
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transported back to Deep 
Creek, possibly at the 
height of a devastating fire 
at a site far from the refill 
Ing station 

"Air cascade in Carrett 
County might become a 
thing of the past because 
few stations are interested 
in expending their funds for 
a unit that serves the entire 
county,” Raley said, adding 


that each company has to 
hold many fund-raisers each 
year to just make ends 


meet. He noted that Alle- 
gany County operates its air 
electric unit and pays all 
costs for the service. 

He said the purpose of

Registration Laws 


Statistically, approximate- 
ly 120,000 people with out- 
of-state driver’s licenses ap- 
py to the Maryland Motor 

ehicle Administration for 
Maryland driver’s licenses 
annually, according to the 
Garrett County Sheriff's Of- 
fice, reports that 
mauy of these people delay 
registering their vehicles in 
Maryland. Maryiand iaw re- 
quires vehicles to be regis- 
tered in Maryland within 30 
days of a person becoming 
a Maryland resident. The 


penalty for failure to do so 
is $270. 


Sheriff Dick Sanders said 
that deputies will be actively 
enforcing this statute while

The small black insects jump when disturbed and produce 
small shot holes in leaves. If uncontrolled they can greatly 
limit production trol them with a dusting of Rote 
none or a spray of Neem. These are both botanical 
insecticides. Light infestations can be controlled with a 
dusting of bread flour. Floating row covers are also 
effective but should be removed when plants flower to 
allow for cross-pollination by bumbiebeus. 

Continue to protect cucumber, squash, and melon 
plants from cucumber beetles using an insecticide, repel- 
lent or row cover. Floating row covers are made from a 
spun-bonded polypropylene material and are available 
from mail-order seed and garden supply companies 
Cucumber beetles transmit a bacterial wilt disease that 
quickly kills muskmelon and cucumber plants. 

Handpick and destroy squash bug and Colorado potato 
beetle egg masses from leaves. Plant a second crop of 
radishes, beets, and beans to make full use of available 
garden space. 

Every year we hear reports and receive samples of 
tomato plants damages by herbicides, especially 2,4-D, 
that have drifted into gardens. Tomatoes are very suscep- 
tible to herbicide injury. The leaves will become arepe 
twisted, and distorted. The plants often grow out o 
damage and will produce a crop. 

slug damage on all types of vegeta- 
ble plants. Slugs chew small holes in leaves and can also 
shred leaf tissue with their rasping 
trails are a definitive sign of slug activity. usually 
feed at night and breed in protected, damp areas under 
boards, in ground covers and under thick mulches.

"Right now we have to 
pay a freight charge for 
long distance to get to the 
point of presence (POP) for 
various long-distance carri- 
ers, as well as the cost of 
the call,” Storck said.

We're currently payin 
approximately 20 to 23 
cents per minute per long 
distance call; if you’re clos- 
er to the POP it’s a local 
call. If we could get a long- 
distance connect directly to 
long-distance carriers, users 
could cut their own rate, as 

well their carrier’s rate.” 

"A lot of companies de- 
pend on long distance voice 
transmissions,” Hinebaugh 
concurred, “in addition to 
relying on data and other 
transmissions. Financial 
Computer Support Inc. 
(FSCI), for example, carries 
out a great deal of its cus- 
tomer service and support 
Operations over the tele- 
phone; direct access to a 
POP would reduce long dis- 
tance costs, and we might 
be able to get those calls 
down to the costs of a local 
call the same way that ma- 
jor metropolitan areas that 
have their own POP’s can.” 

FSCI President and CEO 
Dusty Huxford said that his 
company was excited about 
the prospects of a new line. 
"The folks at Economic 
Development and the col- 
lege have a lot of effort 
going into this; it will have 
a big impact in lowering 
costs and improving access. 
Depending on how the de- 
tails are worked out, it 
could entice new co i 
to locate here, which would 
be great because the county 
has lost a couple of call 
centers to neighboring 
counties because of access 
questions. From FSCI's 
standpoint, our voice costs 
have gone a little higher 
over recent years, lowering 
those costs would be a big 
help.” 

Level 3 Communications 
LLC of Golden, Colo.

Conservancy Unveils 
New Boardwalk At 
Cranesville Swamp 


The Maryland/D.C. chap 


ter of the Nature Conserv- 
ancy dedicated a nearly 
juarter-mile long boardwalk 
t its Cranesville Swamp 
preserve last weekend. The 
new boardwalk replaces the 
yriginal oak, one which was 
installed nearly 25 years ago 
and needed to be replaced 
due to deterioration 

"The Nature Conservancy 


has provided Garrett Coun- 
ty with a wonderful re- 
source,” said Kevin Dodge, 
director of the Natural Re- 
sources and Wildlife Tech- 
nology Program at Garrett 
Community College. "Many 
people visit Cranesville, and 
this boardwalk will enhance 
the experience, while help- 
ing to protect this impor- 
tant preserve from human 
act.” 

Several of Dodge’s stu- 
dents helped construct the 
boardwalk. Approximately 
100 individuals, including 
preserve neighbors, local 
community members, and 
Conservancy members, 
joined the students at vari- 
ous stages in providing vol- 
unteer assistance to help 
improve pedestrian access 
at the biologically signifi- 
cant site. 

"The students and other 
volunteers were a_ great 
source of help," said Dave 
Saville, whom the Conserv- 
ancy had contracted to lead 
the construction team. "It 
was a challenging project, 
with removal of the old 
boardwalk proving especial- 
ly difficult." Workers had to 
haul out truckloads of 
heavy oak planks, while at- 
tempting to step carefully in 
the peatland bog. 

Constructed with Better 
Than Wood — a synthetic- 
wood alternative manufac- 
tured from recycled plastic 
bottles — the boardwalk il- 
lustrates the effectiveness of 
environmentally sustainable 
practices. "We're really 
pleased with the final prod- 
uct," said Nat Williams, 
State director of the - 
tandAy-C. ‘chapt 
new boardwalk will not de- 
compose, like “thé original 
one, allowing nature enthu- 
Siasts to experience this 
unique and fragile habitat 
for many years to come.” 

Cranesville Swamp was 
one of the first National 
Natural Landmarks to be so 
designated by the National 
Park Service in 1965. The 
Conservancy began protec- 
tion work at the swamp in 
1960. Straddling the border 
of Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia, the preserve now en- 
compasses almost 1,400 
acres,

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Local Runner 
Raises $6,300 
In Marathon 


Ellinor Hamilton, Ac- 
cident, successfully complet- 
ed the Midnight Sun Mara- 
thon in Anchorage, Alaska, 
on June 19, and for that 
26.2-mile effort raised 
$6,300 for the National 
Leukemia Society. The 47 
year-old grandmother was 
one of 4,400 runners in the 
event, and one of 3,600 who 
were representing the Leu- 


kemia Society. In all, the 
athletes raised a staggering 
$10.5 million for the organi- 
zation. 

Hamilton, who was one 
of 44 runners from Mary- 
land in the event, finished 
the course in 5 hours, 1 
minute, 37 seconds. The 
course consisted mostly of 
paved bike trails throughout 
Anchorage and the sur- 
rounding coastal and moun- 
tain areas. 

"Running was difficult at 


times because the path was , 


narrow and congested with 
‘human traffic,” she said. 
"The scenery was gorgeous, 
but it took concentration to 
keep one’s footing on the 
rocks, ruts, and loose silty 
soil.” 

Hamilton said that there 
were many stories of hero- 
ism associated with the 
marathon. “Many runners’ 
race shirts bore photos of 
an honored or remembered 
leukemia or lymphoma vic- 
tim,” she said. "many were 
cancer survivors themselves. 

"One woman runner on 
Maryland’s team was diag- 
nosed with cancer less than 
a year ago, had surgery and 
chemotherapy, and under- 
took the fund-raising and 
marathon to ‘prove to her 
self that she was alive and 
that other people have a 
worse time.” 

She explained that the 
Leukemia Society is a na- 
tional voluntary health 
agency dedicated solely to 
seeking the cause and even- 
tual cure of leukemia, lym- 
phoma, multiple myeloma, 
and Hodgkin’s disease. She 
said that the society boasts 
a rate of 80% fund applica- 
tion, one of the highest per- 
centages in the world, to its 
programs of research, pa- 
tient services, and educa- 
tion, 

"Persons giving to chari- 
table organizations often 
wonder how their donations 
are used," Hamilton said. 
“According to the society's 
newsletter, the following ex- 
plains how much just one 
marathon runner’s contribu- 
tions can help: $150 will 
fund one Leukemia Society 
research for one day; $500 
will test seven people as 
potential bone marrow do- 
nors; $750 will allow the 
Maryland Chapter to reim- 
burse one family for medi- 
cal ses for one year; 
$1,000 will provide 10 chil- 
dren with a one-month sup- 
ply of medication." 

The minimum amount in 
pleiges needed to qualify 
for the Midnight Sun Mara- 
thon was $4,000, and Ham-

Wow, July already, and it seems like summer has been 
here for months with the recent weather having been 
more characteristic of mid-August than late June 

This mid-summer environment is great for swimmers 
and in-water sports, but can be a real challenge for the 


fishermen. Last weekend, for example, I saw lots of fish 
ermen working Deep Creek Lake, and not very many were 
doing well. One exception was lim Sciullo of Pittsburgh, 
who seemed to be hooking up with a denizen of some sort 
on just about every cast. His array included walleye, 
smallmouth, perch of all sizes, and a aumber of Deep 
Creek’s fabled monster-size bluegills. 

How was he doing this while many others were frustrat- 
ed? 

Well, Tin has a honeyhole. That is, he has a spot that 
he knows he can go to when the rest of the water seems 
to be barren of piscatorial life. This past week, Tim went 
to his honeyhole, armed himself with live bait (night craw- 
lers), and fished the bottom. 

His spot, which must remain a secret by Tim’s wishes, 
has some key characteristics which, if you can match them, 
should lead you to a honeyhole of your own. Here’s what 
to look for. A honeyhole may be fed by a spring which 
mitigates water temperature and attracts fish. It may have 
a rocky bottom that supports crayfish with a weed bed 
nearby. It will probably have some sort of structure and 
deep water nearby. 

In warm weather such as what we have experienced re- 
cently, most fish will be near the bottom, and the savvy 
fisherman will work that first. One good rig is to put a 
weight at the very end of the line and tie in two snelled 
#6 hooks above it at one foot intervals. This rig is baited 
with either whole worms or pieces of worm cast as far as 
possible. Then it is slowly retrieved with pauses every few 
feet. Strikes can come as the rig settles to the bottom or 
at point on the retrieve particularly at the pauses. Strikes 
can be very light or aggressive with often the lightest nib- 
bles coming from the larger fish such as the walleye. 

SETTING THE HOOK 

It doesn’t matter how fancy your equipment is or how 
attractive your lure appears, says Skeeter pro angler Mike 
Auten. If you don’t set the hook, you're not going to catch 
anything. Setting the hook is more than just a yank on the 
rod. The hookset actually starts the process, the act of 
tightening the line, and reeling sets the hook. A hook is 
set in the first five seconds after you strike. 

For this reason, although we all poke ourselves with 
fish hooks, few of us bury them to the barb. At the first 
stab of pain we recoil, thus stopping the cutting action. 
When you strike a bass, that action makes the point of the 
hook bite, and a few seconds of pressure sets the hook. 

With single hook lures, fish tend to hold the lure for a 
short time. A bass will pin the lure against the roof of its 
mouth, trying to crush it. This gives the angler the time to 
set the hook. 

With crankbaits, the fish doesn’t hold onto it. The lure 
is hard and the bass immediately spits it out. A bass can 
take a crankbait full of treble hooks into its mouth and 
spit it Gut before you know what has happened. In the 
video Bigmouth, a documentary about the largemouth 
bass, Glen Lau photographed a bass chasing a large crank- 
bait. The bass came from behind, sucked the entire lure 
into its mouth, then spit the lure out without so much as 
a nick from the two treble hooks. 

The best technique for setting a crankbait is to simply 
tighten the line. Setting a crankbait with a hearty yank will 
merely pull the bait away from the bass. 

Anglers should hold their rods at a 45 degree angle 
when fishing to make recovery from the strike easier. 
Holding the rod too high is a common problem. When 
striking it is best to pull the rod upwards toward the chest 
and begin reeling. Knowing whe to strike is also impor- 
tant to proper hook-setting technique. When casting soft 
baits, try to feel the fish for a moment before setting the 
hook. When fishing hard baits, set the hook as soon as 


you feel the fish.

Glendening said. "I see this 
as an opportunity to take 
the tobacco industry’s blood 
money and make Maryland 
a healthier state for every- 
one.” 

"This is an historic an- 
nouncement," said Lt. Gov- 
ernor Townsend. "It marks 
the turning point in our 
struggle against smoking, 
and a giant leap forward in 
our po er to protect our 
children from the 
of tobacco." 


Under the plan unveiled 
by the governor, Maryland 
will commit $998.5 million 
over the next 10 years "to 
end the pain and suffering” 
created by the use of tobac- 
co and tobacco products. 
Firs: and foremost, the 
siate will allocate $500 mil- 
lion, or $50 million per 
year, to support cancer re-

"We must recognize the 
devastating truth that many 
of our citizens who were 
firet hooked on cigarettes 
went on to far more insidi- 
ous and damaging addic- 
tions," the governor said. 

Glendening also reported 
that he will allocate $83.5 
million during the next 
decade for a variety of fi- 
nancial assistance programs 
for tobacco farmers. 

"I love our tobacco farm- 
ers but I hate the tobacco 
industry,” he said.

Senate debate on the fis- 
cal year 2000 Agriculture 
appropriations bill bogged 
down last week after proce- 
dural tactics by Democratic 
lawmakers prompted the 
Republican leadership to 
yank the spending bill from 
the floor. 

The delay on the $60.7 
billion measure was the re- 
sult of some fancy political 
footwork by Democrats try- 
ing to force their health 
care reform bill onto the 
Senate floor for debate. 
Sen. Byron Dorgan 
(D-N.D.) was the first in 
what was meant to be a 
long line of Democrats of- 
fering the party's managed 
care reform bill as an 
amendment to the Agricu!- 
ture appropriations bill.

’ SOUTH PARK: 

BIGGER, LONGER, & UNCUT 
Rated R - Running Time: 1:20 

Okay, let me start this off by saying you have to 
be a fan of South Park. This cartoon show about four 
elementary school friends in a rural rocky mountain 
town has generated a cult following that has grown 
exponentially since it first aired on the Comedy Central 
network several years ago. But it has also generated very 
angry reactions from the more conservative members of 
society for its foul language, obscene subject matter, and 
graphic violence. South Park is funny. But South Park is 
also very, very gross. 

Despite what seems like nothing but mindless 
profanity, this film (written and produced by Trey Parker 
and Matt Stone; directed by Parker) actually has an 
important message. The story starts when our four 


friends, Stan (voice of Parker), Kyle (Stone), Cartman P 


(Parker), and Kenny (Stone), attend the premiere of the 
film version of their favorite cartoon show, Terrance And 
Phillip. The film is called . . . no, I'd better not publish the 
title. But it contains the usual Terrance And Phillip fare, 
which is mainly scatalogical humor and profanity, and it 
introduces them to a world of obscene language none of 
them ever had known before. When they return to school 
and start using their newly discovered vocabulary, they 
get in trouble with their teacher, their principal, and 
especially their mothers. 

Kyle’s mother seeks to find the perpetrators of 
the foul film, and discovers it was produced by Canadians. 
She launches an anti-Canada campaign that catches on 
like wildfire, with the entire country soon jumping on the 
bandwagon, blaming Canadians for all the ills suffered by 
the United States. Before long the two nations are at war, 
and Terrance and Phillip are scheduled to be executed. 
Meanwhile, Kenny gets killed (don’t worry, he gets killed 
in every episode), and goes to hell, where he discovers 
that Satan is actually an effeminate homosexual involved 
in an unfulfilling affair with Saddam Hussein. While he 
eavesdrops on their excruciating conversations and learns 
of their relationship problems (and their desire to take 
over the world), the other mys attempt to rescue their 
beloved Terrance and Phillip from the electric chair. 

The film is full of show-stopping musical num- 
bers that would rival any Disney Elm except most of 
them are full of obscenities), and the scenes of hell 
feature digitally animated backgrounds which are in 
sharp contrast to the simplistic, paper cut-out animation 
of the rest of the film. Some characters, notably Hussein, 
are done in Terry Gilliam-style, with actual photos 
manipulated to look as if they are moving, and the 
"Canadians" are rendered in a completely different fash- 
ion from the “Americans,” emphasizing the notion that 
they are of a different race. 

Okay, now for the message: South Park has

In a gerierally preposterous story penned by 
Brent Maddock, Jeffrey Price, Peter S. Seaman, and S.S. 
Wilson, Jim West (Smith) and Artemus Gordon (Kline) 
are hired by the president (also Kline) to search out the 
evil mastermind, Arliss Lovelace (Branagh). Angry from 
the outcome of the war (especially since he lost half his 
body in that outcome), Lovelace has kidnapped all the 
greatest scientists of the time, and is using them to help 
him build lots of ingenious inventions so he can carry out 
his evil plans. His many toys include a precursor to the 
modern tank, a huge, walking spider, and a multi- 
urpose automatic wheelchair. With the aid of his pal, 
Confederate General "Blood Bath’ McGrath (Ted Levine), 
and a small army of leftover rebel soldiers who can’t give 
up the fight, he seeks to kidnap the president and take 
control of the country. 

West and Gordon are both good at what they do, 
but the trouble is, they don’t like each other very much. 
West, agunslinging cowboy, prefers to shoot first and ask 
questions later. Gordon, an avid inventor, is more in- 
clined to use gadgets and disguises to accomplish his 
task. Always trying to rise above the need for physical 
conflict, he wants to think his way out of indie. To 
make matters worse, the guys must compete for the 
affections of Rita Escobar (Salma Hayek), the attractive 
daughter of one of the scientists, who insists on comi 
oo help. But even with their conflict of styles | 
the distraction of Rita, they are forced to overcome their 
differences, Eventually they learn to depend on each 
other, using both forms of investigation to succeed.

4th Of July Homecoming: An 
Old Tradition In A New Light

For about 100 years the 
people of Accident have ga- 
thered for the traditional 
4th of July picnicking and 
socializing. There is a com- 
fortable familiarity to each 
year’s homecoming in Acci- 
dent, but for one man this 
was an event unlike any 
other. Foi bf se obo Ata agoa a 
was his first 4th of July as 
an American citizen. 

Native to the southern 
Pacific coast Mexican state 
of Oaxaca, Aragon makes 
his home in Kentucky, 
where he teaches Spanish 
and music at the Lexington 
School. . Joining in the 
homecoming tradition of 
Accident, Argon traveled to 
Maryland with Janice Wells 
— sister of Accident resi- 
dent Patty Wells and 
daughter of Friendsville 
resident Theresa Wells — 
to spend this Independence 
Day. 

It was a Norman Rock- 
well-type summer day — 
hot and sunny with blue 
skies and puffy white 
clouds. Along the streets of 





















Accident, flags flapped in 
the breeze, and the ap- 
proaching sound of a brass 
band announced that the 
parade was heading down 
Main Street, where a multi- 
generational crowd waited, 
sitting on curbs and folding 
chairs. Aragon was in the 
thick of it all. 

This was his first trip to 

Accident, and the town 
seemed tw have pulled out 
all the stops for him. And 
there was of course a picnic 
in the park following the 
parade. "I had a chili dog, 
french fries, and lemonade 
— very Americana," Aragon 
said with a smile. 

A not-so-typical aspect of 
the Accident 4th of July 
celebration is the annual 
IDEA Independence 
Day Exhibition of Art. The 
show features work from 
professional to kindergarten 
artists, skills 


in a variety of media. "I was 
vesyi@mpressed by the art 
show. I even voted for the 
best one. It was really hard 
because there so many good 
works,” Aragon noted. 

What did the new citizen 
think of the small town ce- 
lebration? "I really enjoyed 
it. It was very American,” 
he said. To further Ameri- 
canize Aragon’s “first 
Fourth,” the Wells women 
— Janice, Patty, and The- 
resa took him to — what 
else? — a cook-out. The fi- 
nale of the evening was, of 
course, "Fire Over Water," 
the fireworks at Deep 
Creek Lake. 

To get to the spot from 
which Jacobo Aragon 
watched the dazzling explo- 
sions of light against the 
black sky had been a long 
journey. For 18 months he 
attended the required class- 
es, studying history, geogra- 
phy, and government.

when men do not impregnate and 
wornen most certainly do not com 
ceive.

TEENS DRINK TWICE AS MUCH 
SODA AS MILK 


Are soft drinks replacing 
milk and fruit juice in the 
diets of children and teen- 
agers? 

Soft drinks provide for 
more than 27% of Ameri- 
cans’ beverage selection; 
this is equal to more than 
576 12-ounce servings every 
year or 1.6 12-ounce cans 
every day for every man, 
woman, and child. In addi- 
tion, container size has in- 
creased from six and one- 
half ounces in the 1950s to 
the 20-ounce bottle sold to- 
day. Convenience stores sell 
soft drinks in 64-ounce size, 
and many fast food restau- 
rants offer free refills — a 
big draw for kids. 

Soft drinks add many 
empty calories, and a recent 
study showed that soda pro- 
vided 10.5% of the calories 
selected by overweight boys, 
but only 7.6% of the calo- 
ries selected by other boys. 

@The obesity rate in 
teenage boys has risen from 
7 to 15% and in teenage 
girls from 4 to 13%. (Heavy 
intake of sugary soft drinks 
may add to weight gain in 
some people.) 
®Girls build 92% of their 
bone mass by age 18. Calci- 
um is necessary for the 


building of bone mass.

@Teenage girls are get- 
ting only of the recom- 
mended calcium intake. If 
girls do not get enough cal- 
cium in their teenage years, 
they are more at risk for 
developing osteoporosis; 
they cannot “catch up" later. 

Students’ food choices 
are influenced by the total 
environment created by 
schools. This includes the 
types of foods and drinks 
available throughout the 
school. The nutrition educa- 
tion provided in the class- 
room and point-in-service 
information in the cafeteria 
also adds to students’ choic- 
es. 

The high percentage of 
soft drinks selected is only 
one way to see how our 
good lifestyle habits have 
decreased.

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Crop Insurance 


Reform 


Attracts Congressional Support 


Producers who purchase 
higher levels of crop insur 
ance coverage could see 
their premiums significantly 
reduced. That's the corner 
stone of a legislative pro 
posal introduced last wee! 
by the House Agriculture 
Committee that seeks to 
overhaul a program many 
congressional! and Farm Bu 
reau leaders have called "se 


verely broken 

The proposal would offer 
producers additional cover- 
age at affordable rates, en- 
courage the development of 
new crop insurance prod- 
ucts, offer adjustments for 
multiyear losses, and im- 
prove an outdated rating 
system. While a price tag 
has yet to be attached to 
the proposal, the committee 
would use the $6 billion set 
aside in the fiscal year 2000 
agriculture budget. 

The ability to purchase 
more crop insurance with a 
smaller deductible would 
encourage producers to buy 
more coverage, said Mary 
Kay Thatcher, American 
Farm Bureau Federation 
deputy director of govern- 
mental affairs. Under the 
current premium assistance 
plan, when producers pur- 
chase 65/100 coverage, the 
government pays 42 percent 
of the plan. However, at the 
85/100 level, the govern- 
ment pays only 13 percent 
while the producer must 
pay 87 percent. This means 
the out-of-pocket cost to 
ihe producer nearly iripies, 
she said. 

“The savings to the pro- 
ducer could be funneled 
back into the farm opera- 
tion, but we believe produc- 
ers would purchase addi- 
tional levels of coverage," 
Thatcher said. 

The proposal would aiso 
allow the Federal Crop In- 
surance Corporation to re- 
view rating practices and

The way premium rates 


are currently established is 
problematic, especially for 
producers in the South and 
outhwest, Thatcher said 
Participation in these two 
regions has not been high 
which tends to skew the 
rates, she said 

“If I buy a 65/100 croy 
revenue coverage policy on 
soybeans in Iowa, the policy 
would cost me $4.60 an 


acre. Yet the same policy in 
Mississippi would cost me 
$12.60 an acre. The risk to 
grow soybeans in Mississip- 
pi may exceed the risk in 
Iowa, but the cost differen- 
tial does highlight inherent 
structural problems with the 
rating system." 

Thatcher added that crop 
insurance rating practices 
rely on a 20-year historical, 
actuarial database to deter- 
mine the risk or probability 
of loss and establish premi- 
um levels for particular ar- 
eas and crops. Prior to the 
1994 Crop Insurance Re- 
form Act, the actuarial da- 
tabase for many commodi- 
ties reflected low participa- 
tion rates anu significant 
adverse selection. Although 
crop insurance program 
participation has increased, 
the historical data continues 
to reflect the now unrepre- 
sentative data accumulated 
in prior years, she said. 

The resulting premiums 
do not correspond to the 
current actual risk and 
over-represent the impact 
of a single adverse event. 
This has discouraged pro- 
ducers from participating in 
the program or purchasing 
adequate coverage, Thatch- 
er said. 

The committee’s propos- 
al would also address the 
need for multiyear loss ad- 
justments. Producers who 
have 10 years of production 
history could drop two

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1990 and 1994, and one be 
tween 1995 to 1999. A pro- 
ducer with five years of pro- 
duction history could drop 
one yield between 1995 and 
1999. 

Current crop insurance 
policies have been ineffec- 
tive in providing adequate 
coverage levels for produc- 
ers who experience multi- 
year crop losses, Thatcher 
said. She added that Farm 
Bureau supports the adjust- 
ment provision, but is con- 
cerned about the cost. "We 
are uncertain that the $6 
billion set aside in the bud- 
get will be adequate, given 
the multitude of issues ad- 
dressed in this bill,” she 
said, 

Livestock producers also 
stand to benefit from the 
proposal as the legislation 
would allocate up to $55 
million to implement a live- 
stock pilot program begin- 
ning in 2001. 

Thatcher said that a live- 
stock pilot program would 
be a good start. "We need

The committee’s crop in- 
surance proposal coincides 
with the release of a Senate 
proposal! that would encour- 
age producers to use more 
risk management  tech- 
niques.

The other positive case 
involved an unvaccinated 
dog that killed a raccoon in 
the Grantsville area. The 
dog is being confined until 
the owner decides on eutha- 
nization or a strict six- 
month confinement in a 
double-caged facility. 

It is a violation of Mary- 
land law not to vaccinate 
dogs, cats, and ferrets by 
four months of age.

Road-Kill Disposal, Bear Problems 
Discussed By Commissioners, DNR 


The disposal of dead an- ' 


imals lying along the road- 
way and the handling of in- 
creasing bear troubles were 
subjects discussed Tuesday 
by the Garrett County com- 
missioners and officers of 
the Department of Natural 
Resources. Commissioner 
Wendell Beitzel arranged 
the meeting in an effort to 
forge more effective coop- 
eration between county and 
state officials in better 
handling certain situations, 
he said. 

Beitzel said he felt that 
i claims 
poached animais, and man- 
ages hunting seasons, the 
department should also 
clean up animals killed by 
cars. 

“Animals can lie along 
the road for days. They get 
bloated and look awful," 
Beitzel said. "We have to 
figure out some way to get 
them gleaned up right 
away.” 

Jim Mullen, the regional 
wildlife manager for DNR, 
said it is a “common mis- 
conception” that the DNR 
has ownership of the state’s 
wild animals. 

“We are only managers 
of wildlife, not owners,” he 
said, He went on to report 
that Pennsylvania is the 
only state in the country 
where the DNR, or conser- 
vationisis, pick up dead 
animals the road. He 
said Manns State law 
mandates that the State 
Highway Administration get 
rid of dead animals along 
alj state roads, and that the 
county has the respousibility 
of animals along any local 
roads. The DNR does in- 
vestigate any incidents of 
bears being killed by vehi- 
cles, however, and often 
takes care of the carcass in 
those instances. 

He explained that the 


Garrett County DNR offic 
es have pr | three 

wildlife staff members 
that one of them, Steve 
Bittner, is completely occu- 
pied with bear issues, (Bitt- 
ner was also present at the 
meeting.) Therefore, they 
do not have the cap 

of tending to the road-kill 
problem. 

Mullen said the Mt. 
Nebo office area does have 
“deer pits" for the dispossl 
of car-killed animals, and 
that the county and/or siete 
road workers are welcome 
to. di animals those. - 
Beitzel said this was 
to know, and that the 
and co roads depart- 
ment be made aware 
that the pite are available, 
Mullen said the SHA has 
used them before. B 
said communication 
cooperation between the 
DNR, the SHA, and the 
county roads department 
will help solve the problem. 

It was noted during the 
meeting that the road treat- 
ment used by the SHA in 
the winter is apparently 
attracting deer, so they are 
being seen and hit move 
oftc... Mullen reported that 
the deer in Garrett County 
are “the best managed 
population in the state,” 
and that the number of the 
animals is "relatively stable,” 

Beitzel asked if there & 
any DNR funding available 
for road-kill removal, and 
Mullen said there is not, ag 
the department is currently 
experiencing a $300,000 
deficit. He suggested that 
the county contract out the 
work to one individual, wha 
would have his or her own 
vehicle and would go out 
every time there is a report 
of a dead animal along the 
road, Commissioner chair-

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Away Her Retirement Years

At 65, the age at which 
many people opt for retire- 
ment, Ellinor Benedict res- 
ted ber chin on a violin for 
the first time and launched 
into a new career — as a 
fiddler.

(MINOR) DISASTER STRIKES 

Last week, in my neck of the woods, we had a small 
taste of what some have predicted Y2K will be like. Dur- 
ing the heat wave we lost electrical power for more than 
seven hours. The outage had nothing to do with the year 
2000 or the turning of a series of 9’s into a series of 0's. 

No, this was a regular disaster, one that could happen 
anytime. To give the Red Cross credit, they have been 
saying all along that, Y2K or no Y2K, there are always 
disasters, and everyone should make minimal preparations 
for them. 

Heat waves, ice storms, hurricanes, terrorist acts, car 
accidents, and many other natural phenomena and human 
acts can sever our connection to the grid. In other words, 
many things, which are either not disasters at all or are 
only minor disasters, can have results which we find deva- 
stating. 

If you didn’t open your deep freezer, your long-term 
frozen goods were all right. On the other hand, who, dur- 
ing 100 degree weather, can resist sneaking ice cubes from 
the refrigerator freezer? I couldn’t (or didn’t anyway). At 
the end of the outage I began to feel a little nervous 
about the food in both the refrigerator and in the freezer 
above it. 

ihe best news of our power outage was that it only 
lasted a little more than seven hours. With a wood stove 
and gas range, I can easily remain comfortable for more 
than seven hours on January 1. peepee neg ese ig 
the water pipes, and discovered there is rather a lot of wa- 
ter handy, as long as it is tapped while the pressure is still 


The short of it is that the companies are working 
hard at restoring power relatively quickly. That too re- 
flects the Red Cross attitude. They know there will be 
outages, Y2K or no Y2K, so why not be good at turning 
the power back on as soon as possible? 

What was new last week was the amount of electricity 
used. Though all electrical appliances are increasingly en- 
ergy efficient, we have so many more such appliances (and 
in this case especially, air conditioning) that our peak use 
nego of to rise.

Someone suggested to me that the reason for the rec- 
ord power usage was the unusual heat wave. I demurred. 
Though last week’s heat wave may have been the hottest 
four days in recent years, here at Love-in-the-Ruins we

1989. 

I ran a few errands during the outage last week, and 
made some interesting discoveries. Businesses had reduced 
their level of service or had even closed their doors. Why? 
Because they depend upon their computers to do business. 
The daily transactions which we take for granted can be 
locked up in a second by a uter failure. 

That, of course, ties into ing the 
tion almost every ork at oud a taeaan eae 
hook of the computer. The computer, in turn, is 
the hook of the grid. That transformation has made eve- 
rything about our lives more tenuous ia the U.S.A. 

One of the magazines I read is Countryside and Small 
Stock Journal. They state (perhaps even boast) that their

Winter wheat production 
is forecast at 1.61 billion 
bushels, down fractionally 
from last month and down 
14% from 1998, reported 
the Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service. Based on 
conditions around June l, 
the U.S. yield is forecast at 
44.7 bushels per acre, up 
0.3 bushels from the last 
forecast. Grain area totaled 
36 million acres, down 1% 
from May 1. 

Hard red wheat is down 
1% from a month ago to 
981 million bushels. White 
winter wheat is down 2% 
from last month. Soft red 
wheat is up 2% from the 
last forecast and now totals 
419 million bushels. 

The winter wheat har- 
vested area is forecast at 36 
million acres, down 1% 
from May 1 and down 10% 
from 1998.

THIS IS A TEST! 
July 18, 1999 


Background Scripture 
Genesis 72:1-18 
Devotional Reading: 
Daniel 3:16-26 

I have been writing Bible Speaks 
for 33 vears. So, understandably, I 
have encountered many of these texts 
and written about them with same fre- 
quency. That doesn't include the 
times I have also encountered them 
in my own Bible study, preaching and 
teaching. Thet is certainly true of the 
story of Abraham, Isaac and the sac- 
rifice on Mount Moriah. 

‘Yet, lam sfien surprised to finc' that, 
upon reading these texts again, some- 
thing entirely new arises from them 
to please, puzzie or trouble me. So, 
today when I re-read Genesis 22, I 
was perplexed so find 2 problem that 
had previously escaped me. I tried to 
put myself in Abraham's place and 
decided that, even on my best day be- 
fore my Creator, I couldn't even be- 
gin to do what Abraham did and was 
prepared to do. 

itis not that I decided that there were 
some things in this world I could not 
sacrifice to God, but that the fratri- 
cidal killing of a loved one is some- 
thing I could never believe to be the 
will of God, even if my dreams and 
visions told me that that is exactly 
what he wanted of me. 

ABRAHAM THE ROBOT? 

Earlier today I was troubled also 
by Abraham's attitude. There are no 
questions, no pleas for clarification, 
no protests. God wants to take away 
Abraham's most precious posses- 
sion, his beloved son Isaac, and we 
are toid sumpiy, “So Abraham rose 
early in the morning...and took two 
of his young men with him, and his 
son Isaac” (22:3). Follow the story 
to its climax atop Mount Moriah 


How can this be a test of his faith, 
asking him to do something so re- 





pugnant and mmoral? 

Abraham didn’t complain t0 God, 
but | did! I was annoyed with 
Abraham, the writer of Genes, the 
Uniform Lesson committee that se 
lected this passage under the head- 
ing, “A Test of Paith,” and most of all 
with God! And, because I was will- 
ing to voice uy ate protests, God 
perhaps gave me some answers that 
had never occurred to me before! 

First, « oocurred to me that, given 
the culture in which Abraham lived, 
a culture where child sacrifice was 
practiced among his scighbors, 
mosybe this really was a est by Gad 
Today, it would not be a test, for we 
know, as maybe Abrahem did not 
know, that God would abhor the sac- 
rifice of a child much more than we. 
Despite the different curren: variet- 
ies of Chvistian faith and our doctri- 


wanted the sacrifice of a precious hu- 
man life. Eut Abraham did not know 
what we know, for he came before, 
not after, Jesus Christ. God could very 
well be testing to see whether 
Abraham could give up to God his 
most prized possession. 
TESTING GOD 

Secondly, I began to wonder 
whether this incident in Genesis 22 
might also be Abraham's attempt 
to test God. That might explain his 
ung unprotesting atti- 
tude. Perhaps he never intended to 
slay his son on Mount Moriah, but 
wanted to see how far the Lord 
might permit him to go! I know that 
may sound incredible to you, but 
think of it: just as God needs to tes: 
us, do we not need also to test him? 
That is, do we not 2lso need to know 
what kind of God we worship and 
serve? I can worship and serve only 
the God revealed to me in Jesus 
Christ and no other! 

Regardless of these questions, the 
key to the story is found in Abraham's 
words uttered in faith before he knew 
the outcome. Isaac asks, “Behold, the 
fire and the wood; but where is the 
lamb for a burnt offering?” and 
himself the lamb for a burnt offering, 
my son.” Moments later, when he dis- 
covered God's true intentions, he 
found that the Lord had, in fact, pro- 
vided for himself the sacrifice. And 
he “called the name of that The 
Lord will provide.” (22: 

That was the key to Abraham's 
faith, as it must be also to ours: “The 
Lord will provide.”

State Jobless 
Rate Increases, 
County’s Drops 


Employment levels con- 


@ tinued to climb in May, ris- 


ing for the third consecutive 
month. However, the sea- 
sonal influx of job seekers 
into the labor market iaten- 
sified job competition and 
caused the unemployment 
rate to inch up slightly, 
from 3.5 percent in April to 
3.6 percent in May. Even 
with this increase, the un- 
employment rate is now a 
full percentage point below 
that of a year ago and the 
lowest unemployment rate 
for May since 1989. 

Garrett County’s jobless 
rate dropped dramatically, 
from 8.3 percent in April to 
6.8 percent in May, well be- 
low the May 1998 rate of 
10.0 percent. 

“Continuing job growth 
in the state reflects our on- 
going economic strength,” 
said John P. O’Connor, sec- 
retary of the Maryland De- 
partment of Labor, Licens- 
ing, and Regulation 
(DLLR). "Additionally, the 
unemployment rate, state- 
wide sad ia oft 2* lecel jer 
isdictuons, dropped 
icantly from May 1998. 

The seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate 
dropped a notch, from 3.9 
percent in April to 3.8 per- 
cent in May. 

Locally, unemployment 
rates in May were as low as 
1.8 percent in Montgomery 
County, 1.9  ercent in

in Frederick County, and 
2.3 percent in Talbot Coun- 
ty.

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LIGHT SABER AND THRESHING MACHINE 

On the radio and in the newspapers there are regular 

notices of events which have to do with the way things 

were done in days gone by. As our dependence upon 

home food production and processing decreases, the num 

ber of events featuring garden and farm raised products 


seems to wicrease 

There are also events featuring every kind of techr 
gy from the past: steam engines, railroads, and mill 
well as farm aud home arts and crafts. Places like Colonial 
Williamsburg and Old Sturbridge Village have become 
kinds of historical theme parks which spawn endless small- 
er, less capitalized living museums. 

As a student of history I am glad for any and all efforts 
toward making history interesting in an age when often 
the only thing that seems important is the day after to- 
morrow. 

It is disturbing that recent history, within the memory 
of middle-aged folk like me, might as well be the dark 
ages to what is called "Generation X." As an example, 
many of our children who graduated from high school this 
year cannot remember life without computers. Beyond re- 
membering, they cannot even conceive of life without 
computers. With computers comes also the virtual reality 
which computers s::. » possible. 

While watching . threshing demonstration, I talked 
with a young boy who had his Star Wars toy light saber. 
His mind was filled with Jedi knights and George Lucas. 
The light saber, which really does not exist, was more real 
to him than the threshing machine which was there in 
front of us as big as life. 

What are the differences between the technologies rep- 
resented by the computer and the threshing machine? The 
culture generated by the computer tends to alienate and 
isolate us from one another. ATM machines, pay-at-the- 
pump, and Walkman are but three examples of how the 
computer has intervened between people. 

Some would say that the Internet represents a way in 
which computers bring people closer together. In a certain 
sense that is true. I can contact friends in Ukraine almost 
instantancously. Even the Internet, however, is used ex- 
tensively as a substitute for personal contact. People spend 
hours in "chat-rooms” with strangers they have never met, 
never will meet, and — in many cases — never should 
meet. 

The cuiture of the thr machine, on the other 
hand, brought people togethei Doth for work and recre- 
ation. There was the team of men who traveled with the 
threshing machine itself and the community of farmers 
who each other. While the men labored out of 
doors, their womenfolk gathered in the kitchen, working 
on a big noontime feed. The line between work and so- 
cializing was blurred. At times it did not exist. 

Among the older watchers at the threshing demonstra- 
tion there were many who reminisced about their own ex- 
periences threshing. Those were times when people lived 
much closer to the rhythms of nature, down to what they

® ate. Spring chickens were just reaching frying stage, so 
m ‘fried chicken was often a feature of the 


dinner. 
That, in tarn, meant the days previous were spent killing 
and chickens. 


was not the cheap food it has become. “I never remember 
seeing the platter empty," was his answer. 

Forty years ago we were told, "The medium is the mes- 
sage.” Perhaps it is also true that the technology is the cul- 
ture. When we have chosen our technology we have also 
chosen the kind of life we shall lead. If that is the case, 
then we need to every new choice of technology 
with fear and tr tion. What appears to be just another 
cool tool may change our world forever.

Answering The Call: A Ride With 
A Garrett County Sheriffs Deputy

In an age when many pe pie are finding the world an 
unstable place in which not much can be relied upon, and 
even less can be taken for granted, one thing remains 
certain—If a request for assistance is made to a law 


enforcement agency, fire department, or a rescue squad, 
help will be on its way in a matter of moments. Whether 
a truc emergency or not, and no matter the age, incom, 

r background of the caller, the men and womea whe 
have taken it upon themselves to serve others will do thei 
best, sometimes even putting themselves in the face of 
danger, to help those in need. 

One such agency dedicated to serving the common 
good through ensuring public safety is the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Office. Sheriff Dick Sanders and the 16 deputies 
under his command are responsible for each of the 29,000 
residents that live in the county’s 657 square miles, as well 
as numerous visitors. 

The expanse covered by those few deputies seems even 
more vast when one takes into account that Sanders 
considers himself lucky when he can muster three deputies 
for road duty to patrol the 700-plus miles of county 

during a 3-11 p.m. shift, often the 
busiest, although any given shift can be both busy and 
involved. 


More often than not only two deputies are available for 
evening shift patrol duty, and on some such as 
when mandatory training or other factors intervene, only 
one deputy may be covering the entire county during a 
evening shift. Normally, one deputy is on patrol duty for 
the 7 a.m.—3 p.m. day shift and the 11 p.m —7 a.m night 
shift, although co-workers are quick to volunteer to stay 
on duty, often without overtime pay, to assist the lone 
deputy and ensure his safety. 

Sick leave, sometimes described as a problem in other 
governmental agencies at all levels, doesn’t appear to 
affect the dedication of sheriff's deputies—The sheriff's 
department as a whole took 11 days of sick leave over the 
past year, a tribute to their commitment to serving the 
public. 

’ A Typical eee 

One of the “dedicated few" is Deputy First Class Rob 
Corley, who recently reflected on his calling during a 
weekend evening ride-a-long, even as he was busy carrying 
out the many and varied duties a deputy performs during 
an average shift. 

"I love this job, and wouldn't trade it for anything in 
the world,” Corley said, as he closed in on the scene of a 
reported fight at a restaurant, mane his 
cruiser along Route 219 in McHenry’s southern end. “You 
get to help people every day, like a couple from out of 
state whose car had broken down earlier this , 
They dida’t know what to do, and I called for a tow truc 
and stayed with them until it arrived. The folks were very 
thankful and appreciative because they were far from 
home. Sometimes it’s the little things like a ‘thank you’, 
for things any of us [law enforcement officers] would do, 
that gives you a lot of satisfaction. 

“Also, you never know what you'll hear when that little 
red light goes on [when a dispatcher puts a call out over

the radio}. It’s a grab bag—always something different, ev- 
ery day, and every call is different. Each call is the most 
important thing, at that very moment, in the life of the 


person who needs our help or our services. Whether 
youre saving a life, which we've all done in one way or 
the other, or even just giving directions to someone who's 


lost, you know you're helping people." 

A three-year veteran of the Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office, Corley said he has always wanted to be in a 
profession that wouldn’t tie him to desk or office, a 
philosophy many of his colleagues share. “Growing up 
near Fairmont (W.Va.), I wanted to be in a Department 
of Natural Resources job. I love being outdoors in the 
woods; bul my parents were putting me through college 
and they weren't too keen on that idea, so I graduated 
with a degree in graphic arts. Still, I wanted to be out- 
doors interacting with people, so I began applying for law 
enforcement positions.” 

On A Typical Shit. . . 

Corley picked this reporter up around 9 p.m., after he 
had been on duty for six hours already. He had spent over 
two hours at the start of his shift serving an ex parte order 
to enforce a judge’s ruling that a domestic violence- 
related situation required the man in question to not 
harass, intimidate, or physically harm a woman the order 
protects, 

“An ex parte order is very important, because it can 
directly prevent violeace from occurring,” said Corley. 
“After going to this particular man’s home to serve him 
with the ex parte, I went to the domestic violence shelter 
to pick up the woman and take her to the residence that 
she and her young child had been sharing with him. I 
stood by while she gathered her belongings, and thea took 
her back to the sheltex, where she'll stay a few days. 

“Sometimes we have to enforce an ex parte order that 
requires a man to vacete a residence; that can get ugly 
because a man being told to leave the home can some- 
times get nasty. It's especially tough when kids are 
involved; that can break your heart because they're 
innocent. The sheriff's office keeps a stash of teddy bears 
in every cruiser to give to kids who are frightened by any 
of a number of things adults can do. We can go through 
those teddy bears pretty quick." 

Corley noted that once he had finished serving that first 
ex parte of the evening, other calls for assistance had left 
him unable to serve any of the other 12 papers he was 
carrying in the car with him. “Just today, over 100 papers 
came in from the court for us to serve all over the county. 
We do the best we can, but it’s pretty difficult to keep 


* DWT Stone Can Literally Save Lives 
As we continued Corley pointed to a pair of 
career path, recalling, “After 
i had started college my best buddy from high school and 
I went trout fishing for a week break, when most of our 
friends were going to the beach. It’s what we were into. 
"One night both of us wanted to go out; I went to a 
bar, and my friend dida’t drink so he went out to do 
something else. While he was out, a drunk driver hit his 
car head-on at 85 miles per hour and killed him. 
"Another thing that happened was when my brother 
took my pickup truck and drove it after drinking. He 
drove it over an embankment and landed in a couple feet 
of water. He was lucky he wasn’t killed. 
"Sometimes other guys on the force kid around and say 
I have a vendetta against drunk drivers. That's not true— 
none of us do—I happen to make a lot of DWI 
( while intoxicated)-related arrests. A DWI stop is 
one whers"yow know you can save a life, whether 
another driver's Or—and people forget this—the intoxicat- 
ed ’s own life. You never know when a DWI driver 
céiild trO$s a yellow line for just a few inches for just a 
couple of seconds and hit a car occupied by a family with 
four kids, or somebody's grandpareuats, or anybody. 
"DWl-related accidents are something you can do 
about as a deputy, and we all can do something 
about as citizens. People just don’t have to drink and 
drive, but they still do it. Again, if you make the stop, you 
might save them and maybe someone else.” 
DWI Arrest 
Those remarks came a couple hours after Corley had 
made a DWi arrest witnessed by this reporter. “See that 
truck in front of us?" he asked. “It's weaving slightly. The 
wheels have hit the white line [on the shoulder] twice just 
now, and the center line once." Soon the truck’s wheels 
yellow center line twice more and the white 
line a couple more times. "There’s probable 
cause to suspect we may have 2 DWI here. Time to light 
him up and see what's going on,” the deputy said as he 
flicked om the red lights siren, and he followed the 
gece nye ag hapa that had closed for 
the night, where vehicles came to a stop. 
don’t get out of the truck buddy,” Corley 
uttered under his breath as the vehicle’s door opened, 
knowing that a traffic stop is a dangerous moment for 
both the deputy and the driver.

The man’s 
cyes appeared to siop anc start several times Curing the 
test while he kept his head cor pletely still as requested 
Alcohol in the bloodstream affects the movement of the 


eyes,” Corley explained later. “Jerking and darting eye 
movements, instead of the usual smooth motion, can serve 
as an indication that someone's been drinking.” 

Corley then asked the man to recite the alphabet, three 
attempts of which proved uasuccessful. Next came a heel- 
to-toe walk, which Corley patiently explained in detail; the 
subject walked the first half of the test very slowly and 
deliberately, but during the second half misstepped on two 
occasions. The final test was to count aloud while standing 
on one foot, then the other—a test that was also failed. 

"I'm sorry sir, but you're under arrest,” Corley said as 
he handcuffed the subject and placed him in the back seat 
of the cruiser. Throughout the proceedings both the 
deputy and the subject had bees courteous and polite, 
although the man had appeared rather deliberate in his 
responses. Az we began the drive toward the sheriffs 
office he began a litany that in effect tried to place 
responsibility for his predicament in the deputy’s hands 
for pulling him over, bemoaning the possibility that he 
may lose his commercial driver's license as weil as miss 


picking up his date for the evening. “I'm not the one who — 


made the choice to drink and drive, sir," Corley said 
politely after few moments, declining the to 
remind the man that he had found an open of beer 
under the truck’s front seat. 

At the sheriff's office Corley learned that the 
had a prior DWI conviction in another state.

the alcohol content in his blood, the subject declined, and 
was taken to the Detention Center for booking.

Just as the DWI subject was being jailed, the phone 
lines of sheriff's dispatcher Jim Tichnell’s began ringing 
with citizen reports of a fight in progress outside of a 
McHenry restaurant involving 15-18 people. Corley practi- 
cally ran out the front door to his vehicle, along with 
deputies Dave McLaughlin (who had just come on duty as 
the lone overnight deputy) and Chris Helbig (who had 
already completed a full evening shift tour of duty, as had 
Corley). 

"State law we have to respond with and siren 
as fast as we safely can toa fight call, which soundered 
an emergency situation, until we're told otherwise 
someone on the scene," said, as he drove 
toward McHenry safely, but quite quickly. “Right now I'm 
concentrating on several things at once, mostly my driving. 
You never know how someone ahead of you is going to

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A, day outdoors in Garrett County can take any number 
of turns. It is these “turns” that keep it exciting and keep 
us folk who are hooked on outdoors adventures coming 
back for more — I guess. 


Anyhow, a couple of weeks back I had the wife’s per- 
mission to spend the better part of the day fly-fishing on 
any old stream I pleased. When I headed out the drive I 
wasn't sure where I wanted to go but kind of limited my 
considerations to the Savage and North Branch, what with 
the low water conditions just about everywhere else in the 
county. 

The day was a blisterer, and I relished the cool confines 
of the Savage River and surrounding forest as I snaked 
(remember that word) my way down Spring Lick Road 
and then paralleled the Savage Reservoir, headed for the 
trophy trout waters of the lower river. My first stop was 
the pool at the concrete bridge and, after many casts to 
the bottom of the riffles on the far side of the pool, finally 
hooked up with a 14-inch brownie not four feet from 
where I was wading. He took a smail elk hair caddis that 
was about two inches below the surface (after 
ignoring what | thought were picture perfect presentations 
on top). 

Another small brookie took the same fly a short walk 
upstream before I heard the voices of others casters 
making their way to the river. Interestingly, these fellows 
were from the Harrisburg area and generally fished the 
central Pennsylvania trout waters. They told me that wa- 
ters are seriously low in Spring Creek and Fishing Creek, 
so that they thought they would take a crack at Garrett 
County. I don’t know how they did, but they sure seemed 
to like the environs. 

After a 10-minute roadside conversation I decided to 
move a short distance and found the pool below the upper 
suspension bridge void of anglers. | have had some 
times here before, so parked the truck at the side of the 
access road blockade and made my way down the path 
and over the rocks to the water. | know that there are 


very big trout both at the bottom of the eluice and in the 


deep eddy, and I was set to tangle with any one of them

that felt inclined. However, nothing I threw at them 
seemed to interest them, though I had several takes (that 


I missed) from smaller fish on the caddis. 
After 3 p.m. I decided I had better make my way back 
home. I secured my fly on the hook keeper and started to 


make my way back up over the rocks and logs to the path 
and, eventually, my truck. I think it was on the third rock 
where my biggest surprise in a long time waited. Coiled 
with head aloft and threatening was a timber rattler of a 
length that I couldn’t determine. I was close enough to 
see clearly that it was about as thick in the middle as my 
wrist with a triangle head and what | was sure was an el- 
liptical pupil in its eye. This snake was real close. When 
I saw it, I froze and then slowly backed down into the ri 
ver and quickly started looking for an alternate exit. I fi 
nally worked my way down stream and climbed with trepi- 
dation up and over some rocks and debris to get out, 


thinking that if there was a rattler on what seemed like | 


the easy path, what might be here? 

My encounter ended without incident, but did remind 
me that the prudent sportsman is prepared for just this 
kind of meeting. A long time ago I was counseled that if 
I wanted to fish streams in snake country, I would be wise 
to get heavy rubber waders. These may be heavier i 
warmer that the filmy lightweights, but do provide a mod- 
icum of protection against snake strikes as the rubber 
tough and the loose fit makes it unlikely thet fangs 
penetrate. It also reminded me that many snake bites hap- 
ya as people climb over rocks, reaching for hand 
into places they cannot sec. It also reminded me 
another reason to fish with a partner.

EYES WIDE SHUT 
Rated R Rur ng Time ? 
Stanley Kubrick was one of my favorite writer 
directors. He has tackled many subjects in his films, in 
many different genres, and he always seemed to infuse 


them with great depth and meaning. He did not make 
films that were necessarily fun to watch, but they were 
almost always important in some way or other. Eyes 
Wide Shut, Kubrick’s final film (he died just a few days 
after submitting the final print to Warner Bros.), is 
another example. While it is not without faults, it is 
definitely a compelling piece of art that will be held up as 
an example of what filmmaking is supposed to be. It is a 
thought-provoking essay on morality and the pressures 
of marriage, in which the protagonist embarks on a 
disturbing odyssey of self-discovery. 

Eyes Wide Shut was not written solely by Kubrick. 
Itis based on the novel Traumnovelle by Arthur Schnitzler, 
and Kubrick also had assistance with the screenplay from 
Frederick Raphael. It is almost three hours long, and 
there are definitely times when the pace need not be so 
slow. The beginning of the film, in particular, drags 
noticeably — before we have come to understand the 
need for such a thickly measured tempo. As the tension 
builds, aided greatly by the use of a compelling musical 
score by Jocelyn Pook, this choice is more understand- 
able, as every second seems to be weighted with meaning. 
The use of bright, primary and secondary colors is 
noticeable throughout (I haven't seen such a blatant use 
of color lighting since Dick Tracy); rainbows are men- 
tioned several times, as well as many startling visual 
images, many of them sexual or involving sex or nudity. 

The film centers around Dr. Bill Harford (Tom 
Cruise), a physician in New York whose wife Alice (Nicole 
Kidman, Cruise’s real-life spouse) gets his jealousy juices 
flowing by admitting to him that she was attracted to a 
man they met some years ago. Unable to get the image 
of her making love to the man out of his mind, Bill 
intentionally seeks to venture outside his marriage for 
sex. He attempts to hire a prostitute, but is unable at the 
last minute to cheat on Alice. Thea he meets an old friend 
who tells him of an exclusive, masked sex party he’s 
attending as a paid musician. Unable to resist, Bill 
crashes the party with a hastily purchased mask and a 
stolen password. The scenes he sees stagger the mind 
(this is where Kubrick had to use digital trickery to avoid 
an NC-17 rating), but just as he’s getting his nerve up to 
join in the festivities, he is warned by a beautiful, naked, 
masked woman that his life will be in danger if he doesn’t 
leave. Soon he is discovered, however, and begins to 
wonder if he’ll make it out of this sexual paradise alive. 

Cruise and Kidman both do excellent work in this 
film; they are called on to be more than a run-of-the-mill 
married couple. Kidman hits all the points on the emo- 
tional scale, although it is her pace that is the slowest 
early in the film. One can see the evidence of Kubrick’s 
coaching her to speak and act at a snail’s pace; such 
evidence is seldom a good thing. Cruise is in almost al!

Pat McMillan, assistant 
to the Maryland secretary 
of agriculture, explained in 
a phone conversation yes- 
terday that the state Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) of- 
fice emergency board will 
review reports from drought 
stressed counties, and if 
their losses reach a level to 
qualify for disaster status, a 
recommendation will be 
made to the governor, and 
the governor will decide if 
he should request disaster 
designation from the U.S. 
secretary of agriculture and 
the USDA. 

"Since the 1996 Farm 
Bill when the old assistance 
programs were eliminated, 
assistance programs are 
fairly limited," McNillan 
said. "Low interest loans are 
all that are available, and 
they will only cover a per- 
centage of the farmer's loss 
if he qualifies for a loan. 
Not that it isn’t very useful, 
but it’s only meant to help 
him ride it out. There is no 
money available for feed, 
those programs are gone. 
Since the ‘96 Farm Bill, 
farmers are to depend upon 
themselves by buying crop 
insurance, and since that 
program is a ‘work in pro- 
gress’ farmers are not al- 
ways covered.” 

McMillan said the 
governor's office is very 
concerned about the situa- 
tion and has been looking 
at reports. Connie Byler-- 
Hsu, program specialist 
with the state FSA, said her 


office has been surveying 
counties for emergency 
disaster eligibility since 


April. FSA has a meeting 
scheduled in August and no 
decision will be made till 
August or September. "Un- 
fortunately,” she said, “if the 
disaster is not in the Corn 
Belt, or Texas, or anywhere 
out West, Congress ignores 
it.”

“famished” as he used it. “Farished” 
originally meant “extremely hungry, 
starved,” but in popular usage it is also 
a way of saying that we are “very 
hungry.” There is a real difference be- 
tween being on the point of starva- 
tion and simply being “very hungry.” 
I have said at times that I was “fam- 
ished” or “starved,” but I just meant 
that I was very hungry. 

So what is Esau'’s sin here? It ap- 
pears that Esau put his physical ap- 
petites above and beyond impor tant 


ing and at the point of death, the sale 
of his birthright would be under- 
standable. But, if his hunger was not 
life-threatening, then we can under- 
stand the writer saying that “Esau de- 
spised his birthright.” He sought in- 
stant gratification without any 
thought of the future. He treated his 
valuing it no more highly than a bow! 
of red lentils. 

For us, then, this story is as much 
about our own choices as it is 
Esau's—the gifts and graces, the re- 
sources, the potential God puts within 
each of us. How highly do we value 
what God gives us and how easily do 
we let these things go when “the price 
is right”? His birthright for a bow! of 
red lentils was an deal!

$150 each were ‘forced to 
accept prices as low as $18 
per animal in some parts of 
the country. 

"The crisis we are facing 
is driven by low prices for 
just about all crops, includ- 
ing fruits, vegetables and 
livestock," said Hall. “While 
farmers in my state are 
bringing in this year’s wheat 
harvest, they are facing per- 
bushel market prices com- 
parable to those seen in the 
late 19th century. 

"Market prices for virtu- 
ally every farm product 
have fallen dramatically 
over the past iuree years 
and some are at 20-year 
lows. And there is little 
reason for optimism given 
the current economic price 
estimates.” 

AFBF’s Farm licy 
Committee, appointed, by 
Kleckner this past spring. 
drafted the plan as an 
ergency, ri-term re- 
sponse to agriculture’s 
economic woes. The com- 
miitee is continuing its 
mission to develop interme- 
diate and long-term farm 
policy recommendations.

Rivera, who will 
be teaching the graduate- 
level class “Technology 
Tools for Managers” over 
the Internet in the fall, the 
class mirrors those taught in 
the traditional way at FSU's 
campus and at its Hagers- 
town and Frederick centers. 

Rivera is anticipating 
having about 10 to 20 stu- 
dents in “cyberspace.” He’ll 
meet them at an initial, in- 
person class, then not again 
until an exam six or seven 
weeks into the course, 
which teaches spreadsheet 
analysis and Web page de- 
ve nt. 

Otherwise, the students 
will work their way through 
coursework posted on a 
password-protected Web 
site, E-mailing assignments 
and questions to the in- 
structor. In turn, Rivera will 
answer questions and return 
graded assignments by 
E-mail. Students can also 
take advantage of an on- 
line bulletin board and chat 
room set up for the class, as 
well as having access to Jec- 
ture notes and other on-line 
resources such as libraries 
and databases.

HEALING EMOTIONAL AND MENTAL ILLNESS 

Julia, a pretty, good-natured young wife and mother, 
lived in a middle class neighborhood in a small city in the 
northeast United States. From an early age, Julia's main 
drive and sense of self-worth came from helping to make 
other people’s lives easier. She ran herself ragged for her 
husband, children, and friends. She ignor her own 
needs, emotionally and physically, in order to get every- 
pos Spee for everyone else. People who knew her would 
call her any time a favor was needed. 

A three-mile run every moraing allowed Julia to release 
stress and — more importantly to her — to lose weight, 
even though she weighed a healthy 125 pounds. She was 
a binge eater, eating hardly anything for days, then 
"junking out” until she was bloated and miserable. 

As the years passed, Julia took classes such as thera- 

tic massage and sign language in order to be of more 
belp to others. At her husband's suggestion, she learned 
carpentry and worked with him. She helped friends and 
neighbors by carrying and stacking firewood, babysitting, 
typing, cleaning houses, and providing a shoulder to cry 


.on. All these things she did free of charge, because she 


wanted to help. 

Striving to be the “model mother,” Julia planned 
activities for the children in the evenings and on week- 
ends, also trying to find entertainment for them so that 
they would never be bored. She was there day and night 
for everyone she knew. 

When she was about 29, Julia began waking up in the 
morning feeling a dull pain in her stomach and a tremen- 
dous weight on her shoulders. She started to realize that 
she no longer felt happy about the little things in life that 
formerly had brought her so much joy. She began crying 
over “nothing.” She tried to do more for others, thinking 
that she was being self-centered. The problems grew 
worse. 

By age 30, Julia was waking up each morning depressed 
that she was still alive. 

When Julia tried to talk to her husband, he was 
completely baffled as to how to deal with this newly needy 
woman. He told her she was falling apart and that she 
should “straighten out," and see a doctor to get some 
medicine so she wouldn’t "be so crazy.” 

Julia tried to explain to her husband that she felt weak 
emotionally and needed his support. His reply was to 

d more time away from home. 

Often Julia felt as though she were going to explode 
with stress and pain. She had trouble sleeping and cried 
on and off every day, hiding the tears from her children.

She 
would select chapters dealing with problems similar to her 
own and take notes. These she would review at home for 
days or weeks, processing the information. She would then 
deal with the realization that much of this applied to her. 
She would feel the pain and cry about it — a lot. Julia 


never considered seeing a professional for help because Grove 


she was sure no one could help her. The self-analysis and 
treatment program she had designed for herself took three 
long years of incredible pain and suffering. 

Gis tie hed Weatniem, Inia Ueanee eunve thet the 
could have reached an emotionally healthy state without 
the magnitude of agony she had experienced. A good 
counselor, she learned, would have made it easier by 

her to identify the reasons for her negative 
feelings and helping her to love herself and accept her 
limitations, just as she loved and accepted others and their 
limitations.

been pushed to its limits by 
numerous wildfires simulta- 
neously scattered across the 
state’s wide expanse. 

"I was picked off the list 
of available rangers from 
among 20 northeasiern 
states, and was probably the 
only ranger from the east- 
ern half of the continental 
United States called to 
Alaska. The western Mary- 
land regional forester called 
me at 7 p.m. on Tuesday, 
June 15, which was too late 
to get a plane out of Cum- 
berland that evening. The 
next morning | flew out to 
Pittsburgh, then on to Min- 
neapolis, and eventually ar- 
rived in Fairbanks after 14 
hours of travel." 

Upole was assigned to 
provide dispatching and 
support services to firefight- 
ers battling the Donnelly 
Flats Fire, approximately 
100 miles southeast of Fair- 
banks near the Accident- 
sized town of Delta Junc- 
tion. "The fire had started 
ou the Fort Greeley miliary 
base around Wednesday, 
June 9," she said. “It had 
been possibly sparked by 
military machinery out on 
maneuvers, 

"Initially the fire covered 
only 500 acres, and it went 
to 1,500 acres by that Satur- 
day; but on Sunday alone it 
blew to 14,500 acres. That’s 
13,000 additional acres in 
24 hours. The huge jump 
was mainly because of the 
combination of dryness, low 
humidity, and high winds. 
By the time the fire was 


contained just over a week

of 18,500 wthiry 

"It was the worst fire sit-

Flames in the Donnelly 
Flats Fire reached 600-700

setting up an outdoor sprin- 
kler system to blow water 
on the pumping station to 
keep it cool. 

In addition to the dry- 
ness and the weather condi- 
tions, the speed of the 
blaze’s spread was also at- 
tributable to the remarkable 
thickness of the Alaskan 
forest, Upole said. "Alaska’s 
vegetation is mostly black 
spruce trees, 70 to 100 feet 
tall but not very wide, which 


grow very close together 
and are interspersed with 
white birch and aspen trees. 

“This made for, an _ ¢x- 
tremely thick forest. For ox 
ample, I was traveling 

a train and saw a 
moose standing along the 
tracks just ahead; it stepped 
off into the forest, and in 
the couple of seconds it 
took my railroad car to get 
to where it had been stand- 
ing the moose had com- 
pletely disappeared in the 
thick woods. It would be 
easy for even an experi- 
enced firefighter or hiker to 
get lost very quickly up 
there. 

"I spent most of my stay 
dispatching out of a hangar 
on the military base," Upole 
continued, “but after things 
settled down I got to go in- 
to the field to help assess 
how contained the fire was 
and how much longer we'd 
need to hold personnel in 
order to continue firefight- 
ing operations. I could see 










that it had burned an amaz- 
ing amount of forest in an 
incredibly short period.” 

While in the field Upole 
learned that most of the 
wildlife had managed to 
make an early exit from the 
area, with the exception of 
thousands of snowshoe 
hares (a large member of 
the rabbit family) which, as 
she was told, "almost tram- 
pled firefighters when they 
finally decided to make a 
run for it" as the fire closed 
in on them. 

"Even though the fire 
was ruled ‘contained,’ . a 
Week after I) got there, it 
still wasn’t completely out 
éevén' tien. It had burned it 
self out going up, but the 
forest’s moss layer is 12 to 

18 inches thick, and below 
the moss layer are roots 
and old twigs, so the fire 
will slowly burn at ground 
level downward to the per- 
mafrost for months until 
snow covers it. Still, once 
the Alaska Fire Service de- 
termined that it didn’t pose 
a threat to people or struc- 
tures, it was ruled contained 
and turned over to Fort 
Greeley’s fire department to 
keep an eye on it. 

“At that point I was able 
to begin my other job, 
which was making travel ar- 
rangements to return our 
firefighters from the lower 
48 to their homes. It was 
kind of funny, the Alaskan 
firefighters called them- 
selves ‘Alaskans’ and always 
referred to us as ‘Amer- 
icans.” 

Upole was on hand for 
the state's longest day of 
the year, June 21, when the 
2:59 a.m “sunrise” was fol- 
lowed by "sunset" the next 
day at 12:48 a.m.—nearly 22 
hours later. "Garrett Coun- 
ty’s dusk would have been 
as dark as it got,” the Oak- 
land resident observed, 

"I was in Alaska during 
the summer, so it was day- 
light for basically 24 hours a 
day. My work schedule was 
usually from 8 a.m. to 10 
p-m., and when I'd get off 
work I'd walk outside and 
the sun would be shining. 
That was really something. 

"I'd like to go back there 
with my husband Don some 
day, maybe during the 
month of September so we 


could see the Northern 
Lights," Upole concluded. 
"Alaska is an_ incredibly 


beautiful place."

Roaring Knob Raceway

Because the natural 
grasses are brown and dry, 
many area herds are being 
fed the hay that would nor- 
mally be used throughout 
the winter.

Hevner said alfalfa has

Market Analysis - July 22, 1999

An outlook for diminished rainfall in the Cornbelt sent 
grain market bears scurrying to cover their short positions, 
’ boosting grain prices by 20-40 cents this week. The 
combination of above-normal temperatures and below- 
normal rainfall for a large chunk of the Midwest has many 
traders re-evaluating their optimistic 140-bushel corn 
_ Yields. 

The drought that started in Maryland has now moved 
westward, hitting Ohio. The National Weather Service 
reports that 90% of Ohio is in an extreme-to-severe 
draught for this time of year. If this ists, it seems 
unlikely that the overall U.S. yield will be at the levels 

d, much less above the previous record of 138 
= aad acre. In part, this was supported by the latest 


USDA k Crop Progress report ¥ which chowed both the corn 


and soybean crop slipping in quality. Last week, 71% of 
the soybean crop and 78% of the ourn crop were rated in 
to-excellent condition, while this week those num- 
bers had fallen to 67% and 72%, respectively. The 
combination of poor crop conditions and a dry weather 
outlook caused some short covering tive fund 
traders. However, even with the lofty gains in the past 
week, some estimates suggest that the large speculators 
only covered about 20-35% of their positions. If so, this 
could more i tential in coming weeks, 
especially if the weather remains hot and dry. 

On the export front, sales continue to be very strong 
for this time of year, especially for corn and soybeans.

The yield for oats based 
on the July yield survey was 
forecast at 54 bushels per 
acre. This was up as well 
from the 1998 final estimate 
of 50 bushels per acre. Oat 


4 production is expected to 


be 378,000 bushels. 

The U.S. winter wheat 
production is forecast at 
1.67 billion bushels. This is 
up 4% from last month but 
down 11% from 1998. The 
US. yield is forecast at 47.0 
bushels per acre, up 2.3 
bushels from last month 
and a new record high. 

Barley production for 
1999 is forecast at 29.5 
tuillion bushels, down 16% 
from a year ago and down 
18% from 1997. The first 
forecast for 1999 indicates 
that producers expect yields 
to average 60.3 bushels per 
acre, a slight increase from 
last year. Area harvested 
and to be harvested, at 4.89 
million acres, is 17% below 
the 5.87 million acres har- 
vested the previous year. In 
comparing yields to the 
previous year, 12 states are 
expecting higher yields in 
1999, while 15 states are 
indicating lower yields or no 
change from 1998. 

Oat production is esti- 
mated at 161.3 million 
bushels, 4% below last 
year’s 167.1 million bushels.

"I think if we organize it, 
we could be the on the 
receiving end this time,” he 
said. He said the Farm 
Bureau is planning to re- 
lease an urgent newsletter 
to the Midwest as soon as 
this week, asking for assis- 
tance. 

Because this year’s hay 
cuttings have been drastical- 
ly low, farmers are now 
feeding their animals winter 
reserves. Simms said dairy 
farmers are also experienc- 
ing dropping milk prices, 
which obviously compounds 
the problem. 

"Whet we need are out- 
right gifts, not loans,” 
Simms said. "We need to 
try to get some grant money 
to get through this. We 
could use it to get the hay 
in here, for example."

He said his hopes are 
that Congress will allocate 
emergency funds for the 
suffering farmers in the 
East along the lines of the 
$6 billion emergency appro 
priation last year when 
farmers in the Southwest 
were struck by drought. In 
the face of the 
complaints, he also had to 
concede that the 1996 Farm 
Reform Act, linked to an 
open world market, "needs 
mending” to protect Ameri- 
can farmers. 

On TV Tuesday morn- 
ing, Glickman, a guest on 
the Today Show, made the 
statement that although the 
drought is damaging to 
Mid-Atlantic farmers, and 
may put many of them out 
of business without federal 
aid, we must remember that 
it is the Mid-Atlantic re- 
gion, one where the farm 
vote is too small to count. 
"It’s not happening in the 
Midwest or Southeast 
where the farm vote is large 
enough to influence Con- 


gress,” he said. 

One alternative that may 
be offered by the federal 
government is to free up 
forage from conservation 
(CRP) lands to help farm- 
ers. This was mentioned at 
the Frederick news confer- 
ence, and the farmers 
laughed out loud. "No way,” 
one farmer shouted. "That's 
all dried up.”

with leukemia, lymphomas, certain anemias, or a host of 
other fatal blood diseases. For many of them, the only 
hope for survival is a bone marrow transplant 

While the first choice for a bone marrow match would 


| ideally come from within a patient’s own family, as in the 


case of Becky and Steven, in nearly 70 percent of the 
cases this is not possible 
A potential donor does not have to be related to, or 


even know, a recipient. The National Marrow Donor Pro- 
gram (NMDP) maintains a registry of persons who have 
volunteered to donate bone marrow in the event they are 
found to match someone who needs a transplant in the 
United States or in over 20 foreign nations. Each month 
over 100 patients receive marrow transplants through the 
NMDP; however, this number is far short of the need. 
HOW DO I VOLUNTEER? 

Anyone between 18 and 60 years old and in general 
good health can become a volunteer marrow donor. A 
prospective volunteer can join the NMDP Registry by 
first calling the Garrett County’s closest donor center in 
Pitts-burgh, Pa., at 1-800-310-9551 for background 
information and an application form. The volunteer will 
then take a simple blood test that will add their data to the 
registry. 

If a volunteer matches a patient, that person will be 
contacted and further testing arranged. Once that is com- 
pleted, if the volunteer is a precise match for the patient, 
special counselors will provide the volunteer with de- 
tailed information about the marrow donation process 
and one’s options as a volunteer marrow donor. 

At any time a person can ask to be removed from the 
registry permanently, or decline a specific donation re- 
quest, with no questions asked. 

A. DONOR’S EXPERIENCE 

This reporter has been on the NMDP Registry for 10 
years, and five years ago made an unrelated bone marrow 
donation to a young man with leukemia. I can assert that 
the donor program’s staff was at all times professional, 
courteous, and most informative. 

The harvest (the donation procedure itself) is done un- 
der either local or general anesthesia (volunteer’s choice), 
and involves a two-night stay in the hospital, with remark- 
ably little pain, 4 day or two at home, and a couple of 
weeks of avoiding heavy lifting. A volunteer’s marrow 
re-plenishes completely within 4-6 weeks. 

Tt is well worth the effort required, a small effort com- 
pared to the disease a recipient and his or her family have 
battled.

of a case of hantavirus pul- 
monary syndrome (HPS) in 
a Pennsylvania resident. 
The suspected potential ex- 
posure sources involve five 
sites in Pennsylvania and 
one site in Garrett County. 

Hantavirus pulmonary 
syndrome is a serious, often 
deadly, respiratory disease 
caused by a virus found in 
mice and rats. Early symp- 
toms can include abrupt 


onset of fever and muscle 
aches beginning approxi- 
mately two weeks after 


exposure and eres 4 
M rempiratory 


shock. 

So far, most of the cases 
have been found in rural 
areas of the western United 
States. There have been few 
reported cases on the East- 
ern seaboard. Maryland has 
not had any reports of HPS, 
according to Garrett Coun- 
ty health officer Rodney B. 
Glotfelty, but surrounding 
states have previously re-

A BIRTHDAY REVERIE 
Today is my 44th birthday: As @ child I can remember 
about the year 2000 as the year 1 would turn 45. 
It seemed so far away; at that time half a lifetime away. 
Now there remain only 365 days'until that momentous oc- 


Should I live to the potential four score years of Psalm 
90, I would die in 2035, which seems as unlikely a date as 
the year 2000 seemed when I was 10. Those of us who 
were born in the middle of the baby boom shall, Lord 
willing, straddle two centuries pretty evenly. 

‘There has been hardly a year in my life that has not 
been momentous, whether marked by natural phenomena 
like the hurricane that roared as I was born or historical 
occurrences suc) as the revolution of 1968. 

Technology has been, as I observed a few weeks ago, 
not only the medium of my lifetime, but the message as 
well. it has accelerated everything. What once took 
months, years, or even decades now can occur overnight. 
The creation of the Soviet Union, for example, took most 
of a century, counting the decades of prelude prior to the 
Bolshevik Revolution, as well as the decades of consolida- 
tion following it. 

Back in the "80s, and specifically in 1989, that same 


‘mighty empire, the second world super power, just disap- 


peared. We went to bed one night and it was there, and 
got up the next morning and it was gone. Teenagers and 
those younger cannot conceive of the daily looming threat 
experienced by all of us born the two decades after World 

ar Ii. 

It used to be that a generation consisted of 20 years, 
which it still does, approximately, as a period of time for 
progenitive purposes. In cultural terms, however, a gener- 
ation is down to five years. The world that existed five 
years ago does not exist today. The world that exists today 
shail not exist in five years. If the rate of acceleration con- 
tinues to accelerate, soon things will be over before they 
get started. 

As we approach the 21st century, | am having trouble 

ing with modernity. I don’t like the present much, and 
I the future even less. Grouchiness comes to me all 
too quickly these days. 

If the world continues to change with the rapidity that 
we have experienced during recent history, | wonder how 
I am going to cope during the next 36 years. People who 
are nearer 100 than 50 sometimes say, in my hearing, that 
they are glad they will not be here to see what the future 
brings. I understand that viewpoint, emotionally as well as 
rationally. 

It is possible to construct insulators around one’s life 90 
that modernity is held somewhat at bay. The good news is 
that technology ides some of the materials to build 
those insulators. example, as | write this column I am 
listening tc music on a boom-box (a mini-stereo system). 
Instead of the racket on the airwaves, the boom-box is 
playing a CD of an opera by Rossini. Modernity 
does provide us with choices, but it is often difficult to get 
at the things we really want to choose. 

The other challenge is to find people to join one in 
construciing an enclave protected from the ravages of our 
times. To my everlasting amazement, a lot of people like 
this world we're living in and want more of the same. 
Ghengis Khan and his Mongol warriors would reputedly 
ride a thousand mi’<s to raid a village. Today someone 
can raid a village 12,000 miles away with a conspuier in 
the comfort of his own home. That is called progress. 

So I am feeling a little melancholy on this 44th birth- 
day, not because of my age, rather because of the world’s 
age. I do not mind growing older, even with incipient ar- 
thritis and other irritants of aging. | do mind that the 
world and I seem to have less and less in common. What 
that means will be discovered, perhaps, only when one or 
the other of us reaches a destination.

ANYONE CAN DONATE BONE MARROW 

Each year an estimated 30,000 names are diagnosed 
with leukemia, lymphomas, certain anemias, or a host of 
other fatal blood diseases. For many of them, the only 
hope for survival is a bone marrow transplant. 

While the first choice for a bone marrow match would 
ideally come from within a patient's own family, as in the 
case of Becky and Steven, in nearly 70 percent of the 
cases this is not possible. 

A potential donor does not have to be related to, or 
even know, a recipicut. The National Marrow Donor Pro- 
gram (NMDP) maintains a registry of persons who have 
volunteered to donate bone marrow in the event they are 
found to match someone who needs a transplant in the 
United States or in over 20 foreign nations. Each month 
over 100 patients receive marrow transplants through the 
NMDP, however, this number is far short of the need. 

HOW DO I VOLUNTEER? 

Anyone between 18 and 60 years old and in general 
good health can become a volunteer marrow donor. A 
prospective volunteer can join the NMDP Registry by first 
calling the Garrett County's closest donor center in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., at 1-800-310-9551 for background information 
and an application form. The volunteer will then take a 
simple blood test that will add their data to the , 

If a volunteer matches a patient, that person will 
contacted and further testing arranged. Once that is com- 
pleted, if the volunteer is a precise match for the patient, 
special counselors will provide the volunteer with detailed 
information about the marrow donation process and one’s 
options as a volunteer marrow donor. 

At any time a person can ask to be removed from the 
registry permanently, or decline a specific donation re- 
quest, with no questions asked. 

A DONOR’S EXPERIENCE 

This reporter has been on the NMDP Registry for 10 
years, and five years ago made an unrelated bone marrow 
donation to a young man with leukemia. I can assert that 
the donor program's staff was at all times professional, 
courteous, and most informative. 

The harvest (the donation procedure itself) is done un- 


der cither local or gencral anesthesia (volunteer’s choice), Pais 


and involves a two-night stay in the hospital, with remark- 
ably lite pain, a day or two at home, and a couple of 
weeks of avoiding heavy lifting. A volunteer’s marrow re- 
plenishes completely within 4-6 wecks. 

It is well worth the effort required, a small effort com- 
pared to the disease a recipient and his or her family have 
battled.

DNR Announces 
Changes In Dove 
Hunting Rules 


Changes have been made 
to mourning dove hunting 
regulations by Maryland's 
Department of Natural Re 
sources, DNR_ Secretary 
Sarah Taylor-Rogers an- 
nounced recently. 

It is now illegal to hunt 
mourning doves over fields 
where small grains have 
been top sown or broad- 
casted on top of the soil, 
leaving the grain available 
to feeding doves. Doves 
may not be hunted in any 
area which has been seeded 
by broadcasting unless the 
seed has either germinated 
or been plowed or disked 
under, or removed. Hunting 
is permitted over fields 
where small grains have 
been top sown or broadcast 
only after 10 days following 
the complete removal or 
germination of all grain or 
other feed. 


This change in dove | 


baiting regulations is ex- 
pected to reduce confusion 
that has surrounded the 
practice of top sowing 
grain, a DNR spokesperson 
said. "In the past hunters 


have been allowed to hunt ° 


doves where small grains, 
primarily wheat, have been 
top sown; however, there 
has been inconsistency in 
which set of planting condi- 
tions were considered to be 
a normal agricultural prac- 
tice and legal for dove 
hunting. Inconsistent inter- 
pretation in planting dates, 
rate Of seed application, 
frequency of planting, etc., 
caused confusion among 
hunters and conservation 
law enforcement officers. 
"Prohibiting hunting 
doves over top sown grain 
will make dove hunting reg- 


ulations easier to under- 
stand and contribute to few- 
er violations of baiting reg- 
ulations,” the spokesperson 
added. 

It is unlawful to hunt mi- 
gratory game birds with the 
aid of baiting (placing feed 
such as corn, wheat, salt, or 
other feed that constitutes a 
lure or enticement). An 
area is considered by law to 
be baited for 10 days after 
removal of the bait. "It is 
not necessary for [a hunter] 
to know that an area is 
baited to be in violation,” 


the spokesperson stated; 


hunted in areas where seed- 
roducing plants (e.g., sun- 
r, wheat, foxtail, corn, 
etc.) are manipulated, (e.g. 
mowed, knocked-down, 
etc.) to attract doves for 
hunting purposes,” the 
spokesperson concluded. 
More than 12,000 dove 
huaters d a total of 
over 48,000 days each year 
hunting in Maryland. The 
sport usually occurs in agri- 
cultural fields where doves 
are attracted to small grain 
foods. Many hunters and 
hunting clubs plant fields of 
sunflowers, and to a lesser 
extent millet and wheat, as 
a means of attracting doves 
and providing important 
food and cover for other 
birds and mammals.

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Rise In June 


Warmer weather and the 
start-up of the tourist sea- 
son bolstered labor market 
activity during June, as em- 
ployment rose for the 
fourth consecutive month to 
an all-time record high. As 
is the norm during the sum 
mer months, the flood of 
seasonal job seekers into 
the labor market cxceeded 
the number of available 
jobs, causing the unemploy- 
ment rate to rise from 3.6 
percent in May to 4.0 per- 
cent in June. 

Garrett County’s jobless 
rate also increased slightly, 
from 6.9 percent in May to 
7.2 percent in June, but was 
well below the June 1998 
rate of 10.2 percent. 

"Continuous job growth 
and strong seasonal hiring 
reflects Maryland's econom- 
ic strength,” said John P. 
O'Connor, secretary of the 
Maryland Department of 
Labor, Licensing, and Reg- 
ulation (DLLR). “The solid 
economy positively influenc- 
es several industries, includ- 
ing construction and retail 
trade, while providing am- 
ple opportunities for indi- 
viduals seeking the jobs and 
new careers they want.” 

Following seasonal ad- 
justment, the statewide un- 
employment rate remained 
3.6 percent in June. 

Nationally, the unem- 
ployment rate rose to 4.5 
percent, while Maryland's 
rate is consistently lower 
than the national level. 
Statewide, unemployment 
rates were as low as 2.2 
percent in Howard and 
Montgomery counties, 2.3 
percent in Frederick and 
Talbot counties, and 2.8 
percent in Carroll County. 
Fourteen local jurisdictions 
registered unemployment 
rates below the statewide 
average during June 


Unemployment increases 
are the norm in June. As 
seasonal hiring increases, 
the continuing flow of stu- 
dents and other job seekers 
into the labor market often 
exceeds job availability. 
During June, employment 
rose by about 37,300 peo- 
ple, reaching 2,735,102 
Nearly 49,900 job seekers 
entered the labor market,

Governors Meet 
To Talk About 
The Drought 


Maryland Governor Par 
ris N. Glendening met 
Monday with five other 
Mid-Atlantic governors to 
develop further strategies to 
conserve diminishing water 
supplies resulting from the 
region’s worst drought on 
record. At the annual sum 
mer meeting of the Nation 
al Governors’ Associatior 
(NGA), Governor Glenden 
ing met with Governors 
Thomas R. Carper (D- 
Del.), James S. Gilmore II] 
(R-Va.), Tom Ridge (R- 
Pa.), Cecil H. Underwood 
(R-W.Va.), and Christine 
Todd Whitman (R-N.J.). 
The governors discussed co- 
operative measures between 
the states to assist each 
other and encourage people 
throughout the region to 
save water. 

"Since I enacted these 
tough restrictions last week, 
Marylanders have respond- 
ed to this crisis by signifi- 


a cantly cutting back on their 


water use," said Governor 
Glendening. "Today, the 
Mid-Atlantic governors 
agreed to work with the 
federal government to help 
get some real aid to affect- 
ed farmers and their fami- 
lies, to coordinate efforts to 
conserve water, and to plan 
for long-term needs and so- 
lutions." 

Last Wednesday, acting 
on the recommendations of 
his Drought Emergency Co- 
ordinating Committee, 
Glendening imposed man- 
datory water use and out- 
door burning restrictions 
throughout Maryland.

AIDS Quilt To 


*Y Be Exhibited At 


Frostburg State 


A portion of the Names 
Project Quilt, which memo- 
rializes many of the tens of 
thousands of Americans 
who have succumbed to 
AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency Syndrome), will 
be exhibited at Frostburg 
State University Oct. 11-15. 
Volunteers are being sought 
to assist in a variety of ca- 
pacities related to the 
quilt’s visit, and organizers 
are also inviting requests 
for specific quilt panels that 
may possibly be included in 
the display in the universi- 
ty’s Lane Center. 

"Any full- or part-time 
residents of Garrett County 
who have donated a quilt 
panel can request that it be 
included in the display,” 
said Donna McClintock of 
the Garrett County AIDS 
Council, a non-profit orga- 
nization that seeks to link 
local residents who are liv- 
ing with AIDS or HIV (hu- 
man immunodeficiency vi- 
rus) with services while also 
educating the public about 
the disease. 

"The organizers will be 
utilizing postal zip codes in 
the surrounding area to 
make selections of quilt 
panels, but if an individual 
or organization would like 
to make a request they can 
call FSU’s Patrick Deasy or 
Sherri Schubert at 301-687- 
7429.

These young people, 
members of the Law En- 
forcement Explorer Post in 
McHenry, experienced the 
weeklong police academy- 
type training at the 1999 
National Law Enforcement 
Conference in Montgomery 
County. 

Garrett County youth 
now have the opportunity 
to get an up-close-and- 
personal look at police 
work through the Law En- 
forcement Explorer Pro- 
gram. Established over 25 
years ago, the program — 
affiliated with the Boys 
Scouts of America Explor- 
ing Program — now has se- 
veral thousand branches na- 
tionwide. 

Under the coordination 


of Sgt. David Knepper, Tic. 
Bryan Willets, Tic. Jesse 
Broadwater, and barrack 


communication supervisor 
Kevin Mack, the Maryland 
State Police at the McHen- 
ry barrack opened member- 
ship in Garrett County's 
Post 2094 of the Law En- 
forcement Explorer Pro- 
gram in December 1998. 
The program offers 
young men and women of 
the county the chance to 
get some in-depth informa- 
tion and an inside look at a 
career in law enforcement. 
The law enforcement offi- 
cers also benefit from the 
rogram by having the op- 
cortualy to interact with 
the young people of the 
community while sh a 
positive experience. “It 
turned out to be a two-way 
street, 
learning from the kids and 
the kids are rhe Seana 
ing from us,” Sgt. Knepper 
said, 

Coordinating an explorer 
program for the first time, 
Sgt. Knepper described his 
hesitation and uncertainty 
at the outset. "The program 
really sounded good, but I 
didn’t know what to expect. 
Fortunately I had 100 per- 
cent backing from the Co 
rack commander, Lt. Lucas, 
and help of Bryan and Ke- 
vin to get started,” he re- 
called. 

Currently, eight young 
men and women, ages 14- 
20, are in the group, which 
meets an average of two 
evenings a month. Members 
come together with their 
law enforcement advisors to 
examine such on-the-job 

rocedures as report writ- 
ng, patrolling, radio use, 
enforcement of traffic regu- 
lations, human relations, 
and arrest and search prac- 
tices. 

Tic. Willetts said he has 
seen very positive results 
with the program. “These 
kids are very involved with 
what they are doing — You 
don’t always expect to see 
kids that interested," he 
said. 

He also noted that he 
has been impressed with 
what the Explorer program 
offers. "This is a really good 
program. The kids get to 
see what we [law enforce- 
ment officers] are about. 
Even if they don’t choose a 
career in police work, what 
they learn here can help 
them in whatever the 
choose to do,” he stated.

THE IRON GIANT 
Rated PG - Running Time: 1:26 - Released 8/6/99 
As summer wears on and the blockbusters run 
their course and fade from memory, there are always a 


few cinematic gems that emerge seemingly from no- 
where. In the wake of Disney's Inspector Gadget and 
Henson’s Muppets From Space, we find an unpretentious 
little film called The Iron Giant, released by Warner 
Brothers, which threatens to outsell both its competi- 
tors. It lacks their multimillion-dollar price tags, but is 
still a warm, pleasing story with nice characterizations 
and a good message. 

Directed by Brad Bird, The Iron Giant takes place 
in 1957 just after the launch of Sputnik. As the Soviet 
satellite orbits the Earth, an unidentified object crashes 
into the Atlantic Ocean near Rockwell, Maine. A local 
fisherman with a drinking habit phones the government, 
though his story is considered suspect by his friends. 
Meanwhile, the creature is discovered by a 
named Hogarth Hughes (voice of Eli Marienthal). - 
ing the 100-foot giant struggling in some power lines at 
the town’s electric plant, the boy saves it from electrocu- 
tion by shutting off the juice. And so a friendship is born. 

Soon a man from the governmment appears to 
investigate a recent call. Chief Inspector Kent Mansley 
(Christopher McDonald) is a rabid anti-Communist who 
spouts “red scare” dogma at the slightest provocation. 
Hogarth doesn’t trust Mansley from the start, but his 
mother Annie (Jennifer Aniston) shares no such feeling. 
She rents out the spare room to the G-man, who senses 


that Hogarth has something to hide. While he attempts 
to trail the boy, Hogarth has clandestine meetings in the 
woods with his with teaching him some E and 
several principles of Earthly philosophy boiled down to 


simple phrases, such as “guns kill" and “souls don’t die.” 

Hogarth finds a friend in beatnik artist Dean 
pret Le awe & Connick Jr.), whoruns a scrapyard and 
uses the discarded metal to create junk sculptures. Dean 
is willing to accept the gentle pant, but doesn’t appreci- 
ate the huge bites taken out of his prized possessions. As 
Inspector Mansley closes in with plans to destroy the 
giant (which he suspects to be of Soviet in), Hogarth 
and Dean must try to protect it. But the is soon on 
the run from the U.S. military, and must choose between 
his own existence and that of his little friend. 

There's no question that The Iron Giant lacks the 
slick production design and marketing strategies of 
Disney, Dreamworks, et al. But a great lesson it teaches 
is that quality beats quanitity when it comes to dollars 
spent. Warner Bros. and the film’s producers (among 

em Pete Townshend of The Who) see the value of 
finding a good script and quality talent. The story is a 
heartwarming treatise on the power of love over preju- 
dice, and the actors all do a fine job, particularly 
Marienthal. Though it is really the little guy, The Iron 
Giant fairly towers over its competitors. *x**%

THE SIXTH SENSE 

Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:47 - Released 8/6/99 
Bruce Willis has certainly done his share of 
explosion-rich action adventures, but I like him better in 
films like this one ixth Sense, a smart chiller 
written and directed by Indian-born M. Night Shyamalan 
(Praying With Anger, Wide Awake), provides horror and 
heart at the same time, with excellent acting and eye 
catching cinema. Though Willis does a fine job, his part 
is not really the lead. That designation falls on young 
Haley Joel Osment (Murphy Brown, The Jeff Foxworthy 
Show), who doés'an astounding job with a creepy part 
Dr. Malcolm Crowe (Willis) is an award-winning 
child psychologist from Philadelphia who has lost his 
ambition after a former patient visited him with a 
handgun. Accusing the doctor of failing him, the young 
man (played briefly but hauntingly by Donnie Wahlberg) 
shoots Malcolm in the abdomen and himself in the head 
When we see him again, Malcolm is despondent and 


detached, but he meets Cole Sear (Osment), a young lad 
from a broken home who is continually haunted by 
images of the dead. Because Cole reminds him of the 
former patient, Malcolm thinks maybe he can absolve 
himself by helping the boy. So he begins treatment, 
gradually drawing the terrified child out of his shell. 

Although Cole’s mother Lynn (Toni Collette) is 
very loving to the boy, she doesn’t understand what's 
ha ing to him. He sees visions, is ostracized by other 
children, and has trouble sleeping at night. What’s more, 
Lynn regularly finds marks on his body — cuts, scars, 
scra bruises. When she takes him to a doctor 
(played by writer/?aector Shyamalan), she is briefly 
accused of a the child herself. She places her faith 
in Malcolm, but he discovers that his involvement in 
Cole’s case has caused an ever-widening chasm between 
himself and his beloved wife (Olivia Williams). 

This film almost defies classification. Though it 
has yoy ds horror which rival those in The Shining 
and An rican Werewolf In London, it also contains a 
bittersweet love story and some heartwarming relation- 
ship work between Osment and his two adult co-stars. 
This is a very deep part for Willis, and he plays it with 
subtlety and finesse. Collette is also excellent as Cole’s 

weary mother. But Osment deserves the lion’s 
share of a. Shyamalan’s subtlety with the horrific 
special strikes a nice midpoint between recent 
releases The Blair Witch Project (which has no effects but 
relies on the horror of the imagination) and The Haunt- 
ing (which beats you to death with computer-generated 
iaogecy Alsg, his interesting cinematic choices make 
the aesthetically enjoyable. 

The Sixth Sense is a nice blend of story, fine 
performances, and subtle but startling visuals. It is the 
only flim I've seen that gives you the creeps and the warm 
fuzzies all at the same time. * * * * 4

McCann (Denis Leary), but he soon finds he has un- 
wanted company. Catherine Banning (Rene Russo), a 
re tative of the painting's underwriters, shows up 
to help, and immediately suspects Crown. While McCann 
is trying to go through the proper channels, Catherine 
= ight to-the heart of the matter. She insinuates 

erself into Crown's life, practically becoming his girl- 
friend, and the two of them do their best to outsmart each 
other. The trouble is, when she begins to seriously fall for 
him, and he for her, their conflicting goals become 
increasingly uncomfortable. While Catherine es 
to choose between marrying Crown and arresting him, 
McCann continues his quest for justice — even if it 
means busting them both. 

This film is cute, with many twists and turns, 
and gives us beautifully rich vistas of how the other half 
lives. But it suffers from one devastating problem: the 
believability of the relationship between Crown and 
Catherine, which is the hinge pin of the whole story. 
Brosnan. Russo both do fine with their separate 
parts, but r relationship seems too rushed to be 
plausible. The idea of both of them contradicting their 
sworn passions completely for each other, after having 
just met, is too much to swallow. Catherine's character, 
as she is introduced early in the film, is a shrewd, wily 
career wornan ready to use her seductive powers to 
outsmart her quarry; near the film’s end she mes a 
jealous schoolgirl, pouting when she sees him with 


woman. 

Meanwhile, Brosnan is so busy being James- 
Bond cool, he fails to convince us that he really cares for 
Catherine at all. Throughout the film Crown is seen 
talking to hia psychiatrist (played stupidly by Faye 
Dunaway, the female Jead in the 1968 version of the fi 
— acute touch — perhaps too cute), and he admits that 
he could never trust a woman enough to fall in love. This 
is to assure that we will suspect his motives in his 
relationship with Catherine, as does she. But he and 
director McTiernan never give us a reason to come 
around to the other point of view. His suave, debonair 
facade is never removed; even though he says he cares 
for her, we don’t see this even in his private moments. 

The film’s quirky plot is nicely underscored by 
Bill Conti’s frenetic piano music, its twist ending is 
enjoyable, an‘i the sexy romance reveals a surprising 
amount of flesh for a couple over 40 (Russo spends about 
half the film with no top). It is generally a satisfying 
mystery-thriller, but the relationship flaws tend to ham- 
string the film’s credibility. ****

I can identify with Joseph, can you? 
One day everything is bright and 
sunny and life is really good; and the 
next day the sun is hidden by thick 
clouds and life is in ‘the pits.’ In 
Joseph's case this was true both figu- 
ratively and literally. How quickly 
we can fall from the ‘king of the 
mountain’ to the “bottom of the pile.’ 
As terrible as those pits are, have 
you noticed that we are more likely 
to find God there than anywhere 
else? When all is going well, we tend 
to forge: about God, forget even to 
eee Seem are going so 


I can also identify with Joseph in 
two other ways. First, he was a vic- 
tim of his brothers’ intense jealousy. 
Sometimes when we're in ‘the pit," 
it is because others have been jeal- 


but when I was a child I remember 
that some of my cousins were obvi- 
ously jealous of me because I was 
an only child and did not have to 
share as they did. It didn't matter that 
I had never done anything to them. 
ARE YOU ‘SELF-ABSORBED’? 
Secondly, Joseph, despite his in- 
nocence—or maybe because of it— 
contributed to the animosity, perhaps 
unconsciously but just as surely. Jo- 
seph was perhaps conceited, exas- 
peratingly self-assured and self-ab- 
sorbed. If Joseph had tempered his 
superior status as Jacob's favorite 
with a little humility, some aveare- 
ness of his brothers’ feelings, things 
might have been different. Some 
people cannot help being a favorite 
or blessed with superior circum- 
stances, but they can carry this with 
some humility and sensitivity. 

If, as.a ‘slightly spoiled’ only 

I had been more sensitive to my 
cousins feelings, perhaps things 
might have been different. I think |

Genesis tells us, 
when his brothers saw that their 
father loved him more than all his 
brothers, they hated him, and could 
not speak peaceably to him” (37:4) 
Note that he says “could not” instead 
of “would not.” Their hatred was so 
intense that they were barely able to 
restrain themselves. Can you idé «,- 
tify with that? 
PLAYING FAVORITES 
Despite Joseph's insensitive be- 
havior, their hatred was not just the 
result of what he did or didn’t do, 
but what their father did. It was their 
father’s blatant favoritism that 
helped to poison this family. So 
sorry state of affairs. Having experi- 
enced the tragic consequences of his 
own mother’s favoritism toward 
him, he made the very same mistake 
in his own family. This is something 
else with which many of us can iden- 


his brothers all shared in it—just as 
in our family problems and tensions 
today. We'd like to think that it is all 
someone else's fault, but that is rarely 
true, I find. It takes two or more to 
tangle. 

When the episode closes, Joseph 
has been sold off into slavery, first 
to the Midianites and then to 
Potiphar in Egypt. Psychologically, 
he was still in the pit. Situationally, 
he did not seem to be any better off. 
But what we know and what he 
could not see then was that his life 
was entering a recovery stage. Even- 
tually, his being sold into slavery 
would fulfill the grandiose but ac- 
curate dreams of his youth. God had 
not put him in the pit—that was the 
work of Jacob's family—but God 
took him out of the pit and was al- 
ready at work turning this tragic ex- 
perience into something good. 

Can you identify with that?

THE SUN In August, sunlight hours each day drop 
from 14.2 on the Ist to 13.1 on the 31st. The sun’s mid- 
day peak height slowly drops from 3/4 to 2/3 of the way 
up in the south. August tends to have the hottest weather 
even though late June had the most sunlight. The reason 
for the lag in temperatures is that the Earth is so huge, it 
takes several months for the temperatures to catch up to 
the sunlight. 

THE MOON — August opens with a nearly full moon

in the late evening sky. Within a few days, the moon can 


only be seen after midnight. By August 4 the moon ap 
pears half full (like a backwards D) in the early daylight 
hours. On August 11 the moon swings from the morning 
to the evening side of the sun (we call this happening a 


new moon). In mid August, the moon reappears as a slen 
der crescent in the western dusk. On August 17 and 18, a 
half moon (looks like a D) appears over the planei Mars 
in the southwestern dusk. This lighted shape of the moon 
offers the best views of the craters and mountains with 
binoculars or a small telescope. The moon is full on the 
night of August 26-27. August ends with the moon near 
the bright planet Jupiter im the late evening sky. ~ 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS The nearer planets appear 
as points of light that shine steadily, compared to the 
flickering stars. The easiest planet to see at dusk is yel 
lowish Mars, shining in the southwestern dusk among the 
stars of Libra. Brilliant Venus is tough to see at dusk in 
early August, setting a scant 40 minutes after sunset. After 
a mid-August swing past the sun, Venus emerges in the 
eastern dawn at month's end, rising an hour ahead of the 
sun on August 31. In the first half of August, Mercury is 
actually easier to see than Venus; look in the eastern 
dawn. The giant planets Jupiter and Saturn are first seen 
in the middle of the night when they appear low in the

AUGUST'S BEST STAR SIGHTS On 
nings, the Big Dipper is still well placed in the northwest 
with its two lowest stars pointing rightward to the North 
Star. The Dipper’s handle can be extended outward to the 
bright golden star Arcturus and the bright star Spica. Very 
high in the east is striking star Vega, the brightest of the 
summer evening stars. In early August, a moonless sky re 
veals the Milky Way, a milky glow caused by countless 
dim stars lying along the central plane of our galaxy 
AUGUST’ BEST SKY SIGHT — Every August 12 the 
Earth crosses the orbit of Comet Tuttle-Tempel. Comets 
are huge masses of frozen gases and grit ranging in size 
from mountains to small state parks. As a comet ap- 
proaches the sun, its icy outer surface melts, loosening up 
a number of grit particles that are scattered along the 
comet's orbit. So when the Earth crosses a comet's orbit, 
we get bombed with comet grit. As these small pieces of 
comet grit (most the size of a pea) hit our upper atmo- 
sphere, they burst into flame from air friction and appear 
as a “shooting star” or meteor. Watch the northeastern sky 
late in the evening on August 11 and 12 for a meteor 
shower from the star group Perseus.

For Accident 
Charlies Bowser, 87, the 
witching hour is whatever 
hour he wants it to be. The 
farmer and retired delivery 
man is a dowser. While 
dowsing can be used to find 
anything from gold to miss 
| ing persons, Mr. Bowser is 
a dowser who specializes i 
finding water, a process that 
is also known as water 
witching 


Mr. Bowser began dows 
ing for water 19 years ago, 
when his daughter Peggy 
was building a new home 
with her growing family 
The man whom Peggy had 
hired to dowse a well loca- 
tion could not find water. 
Mr. Bowser, who had never 
dowsed before, broke a 
forked limb off a nearby 
tree and started witching. 

"I thought, ‘What the 
heck?’ And I tried it,” he 
said. 

Such ambition paid off 
for both Mr. Bowser and 
his daughter. He found wa- 
ter. He also discovered a 
talent that he has used to 
find 14 wells in the area, at 
locations from Deer Park to 
Friendsville to the Cove. 
The last well that Mr. Bow- 
ser dowsed water for was at 
the Diesel Institute in 
Grantsville. 

His wife Cora said, "He 
didn’t know he had a witch 
in him.” It is certain that 
the recipients of Mr. Bow- 
ser’s services are not going 
to burn him at the stake, 
though. Every time a well 
has been dug where Mr. 
Bowser has dowsed, good 
water has been found. 

Early in his water-witch- 
ing career, Mr. Bowser used 
a traditional method of 

ing. He employed the 
same kind of forked branch 
that helped him find the 
well at his daughter’s home 
site. Holding the fork of a 
branch of maple, wild cher- 
ry, or peach in his upturned 
hands, he would walk and 
wait for the fork to start 
twisting and the branch to

Bowser was a life-saver 
for David and Anne Marie 
Foster, who built a new 
home atop a mountain 
ridge off Bear Creek Road 
two years ago. 

"We drilled over 750 fee 
for our well and hit nothing 
but more dirt,” David Fos- 
ter said. "Afterwards, both 
the health department and' 
a staje geologist at the De- 
partment of the Environ- 
meat’s Frostburg field office 
told us that there were a 
number of dry holes on that 
ridge, and that we wouldn’t 
be able to find water be- 
cause there just wasn’t any 
there. But we called Mr. 
Bowser. He came to the 
house, got out of the car 
with his pliers, and just 
started running through the 
woods. He stopped at a cer- 
tain spot and told us that 
we would find water there. 
We drilled 275 feet down, 
and hit a great supply of 
water that has never failed 
us.” 

While his instrument is 
unorthodox, pliers are ad- 
mittedly much like a forked 
branch in shape. In fact, 
they, like a forked branch, 
are known in ing as a 
y-rod. Still, the fact that he 
uses pliers to dowse for wa- 
ter has caused nearly as 
many eyebrows to be raised 
as Mr. Bowser has found 
wells. 

Not many are still skepti- 
cal after hearing of his track 
record and seeing him in 
action, though. Even so,

According to the dowsing 
web site Groundwater.com 
(www.groundwater.com), 
Professor Hans-Dieter Betz 
wrote the most comprehen- 
sive scientific evaluation of 
dowsing. His report is 
found in the March 27, 
1995, issue of Stanford Uni- 
versity’s Journal of Scientific 
Exploration in an article 
called "Unconventional Wa- 
ter Detection.” The article 
presents the results of a 
decade-long German gov- 
ernment-sponsored program 
to test and apply dowsing 
methods to locate water 
sources in arid regions. The 
project involved over 2,000 
drillings in Sri Lanka, Zaire, 
Kenya, Yemen, and other 
countries. 

The findings of the study 
are nothing short of amaz- 
ing. In Sri Lanka, where, 
over one-third of the drill- 
ings occurred, dowsers had 
a 96% success rate. Accord- 
ing to the Groundwater.com 
review of Betz’s article, 
more conventional well- 
finding methods in a similar 
area would probably yield a 
20-30% success rate. 

Neither Professor Betz 
nor Mr. Bowser is sure why 
dowsing works. Neither 
feels that that should be 
any reason to stop dowsing. 

In fact, Mr. Bowser was 
out water-witching the day 
before he was interviewed 
for The Republican. "The 
good Lord gives you talent,” 
he said with a matter-of-fact 
shrug. Thankfully, Charles 
Bowser has made no plans 
to stop exercising his water- | 
witching talent any time 
soon.

Special Drought Newsletter Has 
Been Sent To Garrett Co. Farmers 


This past week, Garrett 
County Extension agent Jim 
Simms sent a letter to farm 
ers containing drought 
related information and a 
form to be filled out by 
those who will need to 
purchase hay and other 
feeds because of — the 
drought 

In the letter, Simms said 
there is a serious shortage 


of hay on the East Coast, 
and the competition for 
locating and purchasing hay 
is becoming critical. He 
advised farmers that if they 
are going to need to pur- 
chase additional feed for 
this coming fall and winter, 
it is important to make the 
provider contact now. 

"There could be econom- 
ic advantages if we could 
organize together to pur- 
chase large lots of feed- 
stuffs. Even though our 
area has been declared an 
agriculture disaster area, at 
present I don’t see where 
the individual farmer is 
going to receive any suffi- 
cient assistance,” he wrote. 
“However,” he continued, "if 
we can combine our losses 
and needs we may be able 
to convince someone to 
redirect some of the sup- 
port funds." 

Simms gave farmers an 
example, an “if situation.” 
He said, for example only, 
that perhaps the Garrett 
County Farm Bureau could 


3,000 tons of high 
hay at a reasonable price i 
be shipped by railroad to 
the Oakland rail sidings. “In 
all likelihood, we could 
reduce the cost of the hay 
and be more assured that 
we were purchasing quality 
hay. Just this morning,” he 
said, “I was talking with a 
person with the rail service 
and they would need an 
estimate volume to quote 
transportation costs." 

He said the other impor 
tant reason to compile the 
projected needs of feed is 
to document the actual 
effects of the drought, as 
pertaining to the necessity 
of purchasing feedstuff that 
normally would be pro- 
duced on farms. “I feel we 
all would be in a much 
better prepared situation to 
negotiate federal disaster 
support vital to our busi- 
ness,” he wrote. 

Simms met with the 
Garrett County commis- 
sioners this past Tuesday to 
review the effects of the 
drought, and said they are 
aware of the farm situation 
in the county and extremely 
supportive in cooperating in 
what has to be done to 
lessen the economic effects. 

Simms encouraged farm- 
ers to take time to fill out 
and return the enclosed 
survey, and told them they 
are not obligated to pur- 
chase, but will be providing 
information that will . be

Consider Herbicide Residues in Dealing With Summer 
~~ Drought (Penn State University) 

Two issues that arise with the current drought situation 
im much of the Northeast are the potential for herbicide 
residues in soil and subsequent carryover to rotational 
crops and grazing/forage restrictions following the use of 
herbicides if early harvest or emergency forage is needed. 
Let’s first deal with the carryover issue. 

Carryover. Herbicide recrop restrictions are based on 
susceptibility of potential rotation crops to herbicide 
residues or are based on limits set by EPA for potential 
residue in feed or food crops. In drought conditions, 
several herbicides have the potential to persist longer in 
the soil and injure susceptible follow-up crops. In corn, 
pay particular attention to atrazine and simazine (Prin- 
ep), Which can cause problems even in a more “normal” 
year. Drought conditions will certainly accentuate the 

Most of the other corn herbicides with a few 
exceptions” should not limit the ability to establish a fall 
forage crop if necessary. 

Soybean herbicides may be another matter. Several of 
our commonly used soybean herbicides limit the planting 
of fall-seeded crops as well as normal rotational crops.

However, with the introduction of Roundup Ready 
soybean and the use of Roundup, herbicide residues and 
rotation restrictions are less of a concern. 

Early harvest for forage. As for grazing and forage 
restrictions, most corn herbicides allow grazing or harvest- 
ing of corn for silage following their use. However, almost 
all products have some time interval or waiting period 
ranging from: 0 days (e.g., Aim) up to as much as 85 days 
(e.g., Hornet) following herbicide application. Other 
products specify a certain crop maturity necessary before 
harvest (e.g.; Banvel specifies after milk stage in corn). 
According to Monsanto, a recently amended Roundup 
label allows two in-crop applications of Roundup in 
Roundup Ready corn harvested for either silage or grain. 


Roundup Ulere treated Roundup Ready core mey he 


harvested for silage 50 days after the jast application. 
Liberty Link or GR corn, another new genetically modi- 
fied crop, may be harvested for silage 60 days after 
Liberty application. Many soybean herbicides are more 
restrictive. In fact, only Basagran, FirstRate, Lexone, 
Sencor, Lorox. , Micro-Tech, Poast or Poast Plus, 
Prowl, Treflan, and Roundup allow feeding of soybean 
forage following herbicide application. The Roundup label 
specifies a 25-day pre-harvest interval following an in-crop 
application of Roundup.

Caring for Horses in Drought Conditions 

rend wig SO praape em Boy ered eee ye | 
sciences“in the West Virginia University College of 
Agriculture, Forestry and Consumer Sciences, offers the 
following suggestions to help horses beat the heat: 

If pasture grazing isn’t available, replace it with hay. 
Concentrated feed isn’t the best alternative to pasture, 
and it should not comprise more than 50% of the horse’s 
diet. The horse must have a minimum of 1 pound of 
roughage per 100 pounds of body weight per day. 

Reserve the est quality hay at your disposal for 
your youngest and oldest horses. Senior animals are less 
resistant to drought conditions, and their younger couster- 
parts require more nutrients to grow. Monitor changes in 
weight loss or body condition score. Choose concentrates 
with higher levels of fat and protein for both younger and 
older horses. 

During a drought, the horse’s daily dry feed intake 
(from hay, pasture, and concentrate) should be at least 
1.5% of its body weight. 

Water intake is critical. The horse will need at least 1.5

I he Maryland oT 
ment of Agriculture is of 
fering free analysis of forag 
es and corn for nitrate 
content and the presence of 
aflatoxin. The potential for 
excessive nitrates and high 
levels of the aflatoxin oc- 
curs when the plants are 
under severe drought condi- 
tions. The following infor- 
mation is important for 
taking samples for analysis: 

-Only chopped samples 
will be accepted for analysis 
by the lab. 

-To check the nitrate 
level before harvest or 
ensiling, representative 
plants should be hand cut 
from throughout the field at 
the level they would be 
harvested. 

-Corn or other stalky 
plant material can be 
chopped in a yard/garden 
shredder or forage harvest- 
er. 

‘Thoroughly mix the 
chopped material and fill a 
1 quart plastic bag about 
3/4 full. 

- Seal tightly and deliver 
to the Garrett Extension 
Office as soon as possible. 

‘If samples are held 
overnight, they should be 
refrigerated (fresh samples 
deteriorate rapidly so quick 
delivery to the lab is ad- 
vised). 

-Farmers will need to 
complete a sample identifi- 
cation information sheet at 
the Extegsion Office. 

Simms said that at the 
present time he is not over- 
ly concerned with the ni- 
trate level in the majority of 
the field corn plants.

Maryland’s Emergency Drought 
Program For Farmers Initiated 

Maryland farmers can 
begin applying for an ex- 
panded cover crop program, 


and a fall small grain plant- 
ing, Governor Parris N. 


Glendening announced 
today. The governor's $3 
million agricultural drought 
emergency plan also in- 
cludes emergency financial 
assistance to provide hu- 
manitarian feed or water 
for livestock. 

“With farm production 
losses of between 30 and 90 
percent all across Maryland 
and commodity prices that 
are lower than they were in 
the 1950s, our state's farm- 


‘er 


ers are faced with financial 
disaster unless they get 
immediate and substantial 
financial assistance," said 
Gov. Glendening. "This 
Drought Emergency Plan 
provides $3 million in funds 
to help those who are suf- 
fering devastating crop 
losses and whose livestock 
are in immediate danger.” 
The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will 
administer the state drought 
emergency programthrough 
a variety of mechanisms 
designed to assure feed and 
water for livestock, and

family 

Much like Godspell the 
play is told by a pair of wise 
narrators and a group of 
“players,” who become ail of 
the characters in the play. 
"The music and lyrics are 
some of the best Schwartz 
has written,” said Broderick, 
"And to think he did it 
when he was only 25." The 
musical is filled with memo- 
rable ballads, sassy jazz 
numbers, and character so- 
los that Broderick said are 
"showstoppers.” 

"The nice thing about 
Schwartz’s music is that it is 
written in keys that are ac- 
cessible to young voices. It 
also can be performed in al- 
most any type of theatrical 
space,” she said. "The cho- 
rus part is great fun because 
the actors become many 
different characters from 
soldiers in battle to high- 
stepping dancers to the 
players who begin and end 
the show.” 

Audition preparations for 
Pippin will begin Sunday, 
Aug. 29, from 1 to 3:30 
p.m. at St. Matthew's Epis- 
copal Church. At this first 
meeting of the 1999-2000 
EYM season, the youth will 
learn some of the major 
choral numbers of the play 
and have a chance to learn 
the dance combination for 
the audition on Sunday, 
Sept. 5.

Either at 
the beginning or in the middle or at the end, the current 
drought — declared the worst for our region in recorded 
history —— has been very much on our minds. 

The little corner of that region where | live looks like 
a garden spot compared to anything to be seen in any di- 
rection. From what I have heard, I still have not seen the 
worst. Even here the late corn is stunted. The early corn 
is parched. Alfalfa has stopped growing, and in some plac- 
es has turned brown. As I say, this is the best I have seen. 

Even in this neighborhood I can see the difference be- 
tween the farms that have manure and those that don’t.

An old r 
told my father 35 years ago that it was impossible to farm 
the here without a dairy herd. 

it view troubled my father since he either had al- 
ready sold his cows or was about to.

The organic material acts 
like tiny sponges, holding the moisture when other grourd

On a consistent ba- 
sis the top 10 farm counties in America are irrigated, and 
they are often near major population centers. At some 
point the choice will have to be made: water for drinking 
or water for irrigation or no water at all? 


That choice is a bri 
tury in which 


to the prospect of the 21st cen-

ed in production, of course, but probably on- 


ly several hundred thousand. Of them very few will have 
any but the most desultory ability to make decisions.

A joint safety organiza- 
tion called the Garrett 
County Traffic Safety Com 
mittee recently voted to rec 
ommend that the white 
lights attached to the pilings 
f the Rt. 219 Bridge b« 
turned off. The lights, con

Being convicted of a crime one did not do is a 
horrible thing to consider. The thought of it happening in 


another country is even more terrifying, and that has 
been the subject of some powerfully intense films in the 
last few years, such as Red Corner and Return To 
Paradise. Brokedown Palace, written by freshmen Adam 
Fields and David Arata, and directed by Jonathan Kaplan 
(The Accused), is the latest to deal with this topic. Itis the 
unnerving story of two young women whose carefree 
vacation in Thailand is abruptly cut short when they are 
used as “mules” by a heroin smuggler and thrown in jail. 
The acting by Claire Danes is impeccable; her co-star, 
Kate Beckinsale, is no less skillful. 

Alice Morano (Danes) and Darlene Davis 
(Beckinsale) are a pair of recent high school graduates 
looking for a little excitement. Though they had planned 
a week-long trip to Hawaii, Alice convinces Darlene to lie 
to her father and travel with her to the more exotic 
Bangkok instead. Following the usual pattern of their 
relationship, the more reluctant Darlene goes along with 
the more rebellious Alice and takes the 24-hour plane 
trip to Thailand. They rent a squalid room, which is all 
they can afford, but Alice sneaks them into a posh hotel 
so they can use the pool. They almost get caught, but 
along comes an attractive young Australian man (Daniel 
Lapaine), who covers their drinks, parties with them for 
a few days, and finally invites them to Hong Kong for the 
weekend. But while at the airport the girls are stopped by 
police, who find several kilos of heroin in their bags. Next 
thing they know, they’re sitting in a room much more 
squalid than the one they rented — a jail cell.

Steve Martin and Eddie Murphy have proven 
many times over that they have what it takes to play 
comic or serious roles, and do so with equal skill. They’ve 
each written, directed, and produced films before, and 
that’s why they both have a great feel for Bowfinger, 
written by Martin and directed by muppet master Frank 
Oz. It is an amusing poke at the Hollywood movie biz, 
with all of its shallowness, politics, and pretense, but it 
carries with it that age-old tinseltown message that 
anything is possible if you reach for the stars. 

Martin plays Bobby Bowfinger, the head of 
Bowfinger International Pictures. Though the name 
sounds impressive, it’s really just Bobby, doing business 
out of his home and struggling to fend off his creditors. 
Wher we meet him he has just finished reading what he 
calls a “great script”: an alien-attacks-Earth story called 
Chubby Rain. Bursting with excitement, he calls up the 
writer, Afrim (Italian-born Adam Alexi-Malle), and tells 
him he wants to produce the film. Afrim has a large 
family to support but gleefully gives up his accountant job 
under the assumption that he’s going to be a famous 
Hollywood writer. Then Bobby calls his cameraman, 
Dave (Jamie Kennedy), a gofer and car wash boy at a 
large studio who makes liberal use of cars and filming 
equipment “borrowed” from his clients.

point of view. I was out early on Sunday itching to see if 
the cooler temperatures and overcast skies would result in 
a feeding binge on the part of Deep Creek’s fish popula- 


tion 

Actually, we found the fishing to be a bit tougher. The 
pan fish that are usually voracious and attack any kind of 
presentation were reserved in their aggressiveness. The 
smaller perch and bluegills were the most active and man- 
aged to steal more than a day’s supply of worms right off 
our hooks. Lake smallmouth bass in the 12-inch range 
were hitting spinner and crank baits sporadically. I would 
expect that the cool snap wasn’t long enough in duration 
to turn them on. As is often the case, a rapid change in 
weather will put the fish down for a while, leading to a 
surge in activity. Look for some good action in the next 
few days, 

RECORD SPRING TURKEY HARVEST 

Garrett County again led the state in number of spring 
gobblers harvested this year with 511 tagged, even though 
the turkey population seems to be down a bit in western 
Maryland. 

Statewide, Maryland turkey hunters harvested 2,651 
birds this past spring. Harvests in southern Maryland and 
on the Eastern Shore continued to increase as turkeys 
there occupied new territories. According to the DNR, the 
turkey population in the more traditional turkey habitat of 
western Maryland seemed to have stabilized or even de- 
clined slightly. The DNR information said that apparently 
turkeys have occupied all the available habitat and now 
population levels are more a factor of the success of the 
current year’s reproduction. Hatching success and poult 
production have been a bit below average in western 
Maryland for the last three years. 

As anyone who has experience in hunting the wild tur- 
key will attest, pursuing this wiid bird can be very chai- 
lenging. This past season weather conditions were near 
ideal throughout, interspersed at times with heavy spring 
rains and wind; however, apparently the "off" weather 
didn’t have much affect on the overall success of the sea- 
son. Some hunters reported hearing many turkeys gob- 
bling, but at times felt that the birds weren’t responsive to 
hunters’ calls. This could be a result of the gobbler’s 
“over-exposure” to the calls of hunters during preseason 
scouting.

Water Use Cut By 10%, But 
Not In Western Maryland 


Governor Parris N. Glen- 
dening yesterday released 
drought monitoring figures 
that show that for the first 
full week of mandatory 
statewide restrictions, water 
consumption dropped by 
10% statewide. Recent 
thunderstorms have reduced 
the rainfall deficit slightly in 
some areas of the state, and 
temporarily raised some 
streamflows, but statewide 

es show that the 
drought continues unabat- 
ed. All current long-term 
weather predictions are still 
calling for the drought to 
continue without significant 
relief, and Governor Glen- 
renewed his call for 
Marylanders to do every- 
thing possible to continue 
saving water. 

The released are 
the first full week of water 
usage measurements since 
statewide mandatory restric- 
tions were sed. The 
drop of 10% is measured 
against the average water 

tion in August for 
the past five years. Overall 


in 
every area of the state ex- 
cept western Maryland, 
where all systems combined 
reported a less than 1% in- 
crease over average water 
usage. 

Rainfall in Garrett Coun- 
ty from August 14, 1998, 
through August 14, 1999, 
was 35.4 inches, down near- 
ly eight inches from the 
normal amount of 43.1 in- 
ches (-7.7 inches). 

One of the most signifi- 
cant indicators of the de- 
creased water levels in Gar- 
rett County is the flow of 
the Youghiogheny River, 
which is running at only 
17.4 percent of normal. The 
median flow of the river for 
the month of August is 57 
cubic feet per second, but 
the flow as of this past Sat- 
urday was only 9.9 cubic 
feet per second. 

The Savage River is run- 
ning at 65.5 percent of its 
normal flow for August, 
with 5.8 cubic feet per sec- 
ond being the norm and the 
actual flow on Saturday at 
3.8 cfs.

Additional Funds 


Nearly $700,000 has been 
awarded by the Maryland 


* Division of Parole and Pro- 


bation to local jurisdictions 
to continue or enhance 
adult offender community 
service programs through- 
out the state, Stuart O. 
Simms, secretary of the De- 
partment of Public Safety 
and Correctional Services, 
announced recently. Garrctt 
County is slated to receive 
$17,359 of that amount for 
its community service pro- 
gramming during fiscal year 
2000. 


Community service pro- 
grams provide judges with a 
sentencing alternative where 
nonviolent offenders who 
offer a minimal risk to pub- 
lic safety can be placed in 
unpaid work assignments to 
help, restore the damage 
they have done to the com- 
munity. Governmental 
agencies and charitable and 
nonprofit organizations are 
legislatively authorized as 
work sites where partici- 
pants are assigned to com- 
plete a specified number of 
hours within a set time. 

Offenders living in Hot- 
Spot communities (such as 
Grantsville) are often as- 
signed community service 
work in their own home- 
towns or neighborhoods. 
The Break the Cycle initia- 
tive applies a standardized 
set of sanctions, including 
community service, to of. 
fenders who fail drug tests 
or do not comply with other 
terms of their supervision. 

"It is exciting to think 
about the many benefits the 
people of Maryland will 
realize because of these 
grant awards,” stated 
Simms. "Community service 
' program participants pro- 
vide many services that may 
not otherwise have been 
possible due to a lack of re- 
sources. There have been 
dramatic changes in the 
overali appearance of 
neighborhoods, _ including 
HotSpots, where offender 
crews have been involved in 
cleanup efforts. 

“Many governmental 
agencies, neighborhood as- 
sociations, and nonprofit 
organizations have come to 
rely on community service 
workers to provide much 
needed services at no cost 
to the work site,” Simms 
continued.

These offenders com- 
pleted 13 million service 
hours, worth approximately 
$6.7 million when the mini- 
mum wage of $5.15 per 
hour is applied during the 
two-year period. 

William Ferry, coordina- 
tor of the Garrett County 
Community Service pro- 
gram, said that for the 12- 
month period from June 30, 
1998 to June 30, 1999, there 
were a total of 360 referals 
to the local program. Of 
these, 342 orginated in dis- 
trict court, eight were from 
circuit court, and 10 were 
referred by the Department 
of Social ices. Program 
participants generated an 
average of 29.6 hours of 
community service per- 
son for a total of 13,703 
hours, At the minimum 
wage rate of $5.15 per hour, 
the program saved the

My wife Valere ought to be writing the 
column this week. She's the dream pro in 
our house. Over the years she has lectured 
and conducted workshops on dream in- 
cubation and interpretation. Those who 
come to hear ber are often surprised to 
tearn how many Old and New Testament 
passages record the fact that God reveals 
himself and communicates to people 
through dreams. In fact, in the Bible, 
dreams are a major channel of revelation. 

When people talk about their dreams 

with us, they frequently dismiss them, say- 
ing “it was only a dream.” * 
1111111 Dreams, although frequently dis- 
turbing or entertaining, are generally not 
regarded very seriously by many people. 
In our own lives and those of many oth- 
ers, however, we have discovered that 
dreams are still one of the ways in which 
God can speak with us. 

Ancient peoples probably did not say “it 
was only a dream.” For the most part, they 
took them seriously. So, wien the Pha- 
rach of Egypt has two disturbing dreams, 
he is determined to find someone who can 
tell him what they mean. He suspects that 
his dreams bear an important message that 
he must not miss. P 

DESPERATE ENOUGH? 

Having tried the usual advisors without 
success, the Pharaoh is desperate. So, 
when he hears from his chief butler that a 
slave named Joseph had correctly inter- 
preted his dream, the Pharaoh sends for 
Joseph. He is now ready to receive help 
from any source. Unknown to Pharaoh, 
the God whom he did not know was

IT FEELS RIGHT! 

Joseph could not prove that the inter 
pretation and its message were correct. 
Only time could do that. But the message 
must have resonated with the Pharaoh. Of- 
ten, that is what we experience when a 
dream has been interpreted: the dreamer 
says, ‘yes, that explanation feels rigts.’ In 
addition, the Pharaoh was impressed be- 
cause Joseph's proposal as to what to do 
about the dream and its message seemed 
80 right. Take and store a fifth of each 
year's production in the fat years so that 
there will be sufficient grain in the lean 
years. Note: Joseph wisely puts away a 
bit more than should be needed during the 
seven years of famine—instead of one- 
seventh, he stores one-fifth of the year's 


Returning to the question of who is fit 
to be the medium of God's message to the 
world, let us remember that God did not 
select Joseph because he was perfect. As 


with his brothers. God doesn't select us 
for our achievement of righteousness, but 
because of our willingness to be used for 
his purpose. The big story in this chapter 
is not what Joseph achieved by his own 
efforts, but of what God was able to do 
through him. The big story in your life will 
depend upon what you will enable God io 
do through you. 

So, because Joseph was open to God's 
leading during those 14 years, “There was 
farnine in all lencte: tet in all the lend of 
Egypt there was bread” (41:54). Even in 
the worst of times God willl lead us through 
80 long as there are those who are willing 
‘9 listen and respond to his voice.
